THIS was the Principle of the Ancients, 
who, as they diſcover'd the Natural Debility of Þ 
the Female Sex, and that Women were not only 
Subject to all Diſeaſes in common with Men, 
but alſo obnoxious to a vaſt many Diſtempers 
peculiarly fingular to themſelves, were firſt 
mov'd to write particular Books, and reſpective 
Treatiſes, upon theſe Heads: The moſt wiſe 
and divine Hippocrates, firſt breaking the Ice, 
after him Diocles, next Aetius, and at laſt many 
others; For the more Learned and Ingenious 

that any one. found himſelf in his feſpeCtive 
Age, the more readily he exercis'd himſelf in 
theſe difficult Pointe.

UP ON that of the Efficient Cauſe, they confeſs, from 


te many Viciſſitudes of created Beings, that they ve all 


had a Beginning: and (becauſe no Beginning can be 
without an Efficient) acknowledge, that ſomething more 
eveculent than all created Beings, hath created them. 
THE Mzetaphyfcian uſeth a vaſt Variety of ſublime

I. HE proves this 4rgument from the natural Diſpoſfi- 
tion and Propenfity of the worſt of Men, even Atheiſts 
themſelves, upon the Approach of Death or any hea- 
ry Calamity, to acknowledge ſome ſuperior divine 
Power ; as Seneca witneſſeth of Caligula, &c.

AN, to whom all ſublunary Beings were ſubjected, 

is moſt excellently qualified, far above all o- 

ther Creatures of this World : In him 1s not only the 


* Life of Plants, and the ſenſitive Life of Ani- 
nals, but alſo the Angelical Reaſon, the Divine Under- 


ſtanding, the true Conjunction and glorious Peſſeſſion of all 


Things: He is not only endued with Reaſon and the 


Gift of Speaking, but alſo with a Mind and a Sour, 


which participates of a Celeſtial Nature and Divinity it- 
ſelf ; which can relate to the Nature of nothing elſe, and 
be compared to none but Gop himſelf : In and thro' 
whom he has a Similitude with all things, an Opera- 
tion with all, and Converſation with all: He ſymboli- 
zeth with all Matters in proper Subjefs; with the 
Elements in a fourfold Body ; with Plants in a vege- 
tative Virtue ; with Animals in a ſenſitive Faculty; with 
the Heavens in an Etherial Spirit; with Angels in Wiſ- 
dom and Underſtanding, and with Gap himſelf (as it 
were) in containing and comprehending all things, except 
the Divine Being. Hence nothing can ſo expreſly repre- 
ſent Gop as the Soul of Man, by which he is dignified and 
raiſed to the very Image and Similitude of himſelf. And in 


MAN the mirificent Wiſdom ſhines the more conſpicuouſ- 
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y; in that the whole World, and the Fabrick of all its 
Contents, however conciſe and artificial, can in no re- 
ſpect compare with the noble Structure of this Microcoſi, 
MAN. It is ſo marvellouſly conciſe, and ſo wonderful- 
ly artificial, that it ſeems no otherways, than as if the 
Max ER (deſigning this for his Maſter-piece) would have 
his chief Glory, Eſteem, and Reputation to depend 
upon it, and derive itſelf from Hence; or, as if the Ma- 
ber (deſigning this for one ſignal Inſtance of his Divi- 
nity to Men) would have us brought, merely by the 
{ Underſtanding and Knowledge of ourſelves, to the true 
Knowledge and due Reverence of HiusSEL E, our great

THAT we may be the more duly and ſenſibly af- 


fected towards him, and the more admire and reverence 
the Wiſdom of his Nature, as he bountifully produced 
all things for the Uſe and Utility of MAN; ſo he moſt 
appoſitely diſpoſed the Herbs of the Field, ſome to our 
Muriſoment, ſome to our Remedies, and ſome to both Ne- 
| ceſſeties : aſſimilating and aſſigning them to our ſingular 
Members, ſo that their Powers and Virtues are phyſically 
| convey'd to ſuch Parts of our Bodies, as they are adapted 
to by Nature. | 


AND in the ſame manner he imbued the Roots of 


the Ground with ſuch natural Qualities, that they by 


their reſpective innate Faculties, ſuccour and relieve 
thoſe Members, to which they are ſpecifically deſtinated ; 
and ſuch Members ſenſibly attract and imbibe from them, 
not only wholeſome Nutriment, but alſo healthful Re- 
medies peculiarly appropriated to themſelves by Na- 
„ : | 
BUT' the immortal SOUL, which is only peculiar to 
MAN, whereby he fo perfectly aſſimilates and reſembles 
Gop; and its Gifts and Graces, whereby he excels and 
out-ſhines all other ſublunary Creatures ; is more properly 
the Sus jr of the Divine, than the Phyfician : where- 
fore I ſhall byt touch it tranſiently. *

HE SOUL is a certain divine Light, created after 
the Image of Gop; figured by a Seal, whole 


Character is the eternal Word. 
THE OU is a certain divine Subſtance, Wehl 


and entirely preſent in every Part of the Body, depend- 
ing only upon the Power of Him, who is the ultimate 


Exp, and efficient Cauſe of all things; whoſe Body (ac- 
| cording to Plato) is Truth, whoſe Shadow is Light, and 


whoſe Name is Go p. 

AND this divine Subſtance of Light, the SOUL, im- 
mediately proceeding from that divine Fountain of all 
Things, Go p, (according to the Opinion of the Pla- 
zoniſts) is join'd, by competent Means, to the groſſer 
Matter of the Body. Which Means theſe Heathens ac- 
count for ig manner following: viz. 

THE SOUL, in its Deſcent, is involved in an etherial 


| Body, which they call the celeſtial Vehicle, or Chariot of 


the Sour; thro' which Medium, by the Command of 
Gor, (who is the Center of the World) it is firſt in- 
fFus'd into the middle Pundt of the Heart, which is the 
Center of the Body; whence it is diffus'd thro? all the 
Parts and Members of the Body, joining itſelf to the 
natural Heat. As a Spirit, generated by Heat from the 


Heart, it plungeth itſelf into the Humours; and thus 


inhering in all the reſpective Parts, it becomes vous: in 
degree of Proximity to all the Members. 

THUS the immortal SOUL is, by an immortal Engine, 
convey'd to, and included in the mortal Body: Bur 


When by Diſeaſes, or otherways, theſe Mediums (the 
Heat and Humours) begin to diſſolve, the Soul recollecs 


itſelf, and flies back betimes to its firſt Receptacle, the 


Heat 
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Heat extinguiſhes, and the Spirit leaves the Man; He 
dies, and the SOUL flies away in its original Vehicle: 
When the Body returns to Earth, whence it came, and 
the Spirit to GoD, who gave it a ſacred Nature and 
divine Offspring : which Spirit judging the SOUL, if it has 


liv'd ill, ſubjects it to ſome general and ſome particular 


Torments of Hell, abandoning it alſo to the Pleaſure 


of the Devil: Whereas, if it has done well, it mounts its 


celeſtial Chariot, rejoicing together with the Spirit, and 


| paſſes freely to the Choirs of Heaven ; where it enjoys 


all its pure Senſes and Faculties, the perfect Knowledge of 
all things, a perpetual bleſſed Felicity; and at laſt, the 


divine Viſion, the Poſſeſſion of the eternal Kingdom, c. 


THUS far I have proſecuted the Platonick Doctrine 
of the SOUL ; ſo that even by This, the groſs Opinion of 
fuch as deny the Exiſtence of ſo divine a Spakx in Man, 


may be confuted. 


AND this being ſufficient for that purpoſe, I need 
not introduce any Chriſtian Arguments to ſecond it; 
which, however important, are commonly deem'd light 
by an obſtinate Sett of Men. Wherefore I ſhall only 
add, that from the Diſparity of Manners, Aﬀettions, 
Diſpoſitions, Capacities, Judgments, Opinions, and Paſſions 
of Men, it appears moſt probable and evident, that 
every one of us is individually indued with a Sour, and 
that with a proper Sour, peculiar to our reſpective 
Bodies, according to the wiſe Proverb; So many Men, ſo 
many Minds : as well as Horace's * Saying, 


& Millia, Quot Capitum vivunt, totidem Studiorum. 
S HAnd Perſius f ſays, | 
_ 7: Mille hominum Species, & rerum diſcolor Uſus : 
i Velle ſuum cuique eſt, nec voto vivitur uno. 


0 which Aſſertion the great Prophet David aſſents, 


in that Go faſhioned and made the Hearts and Minds 
of Men one by one, enduing them with peculiar Diſ- 
poſitions, and aſſigning every Sour its proper natural Con-

ditions,

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ditions, Hence Solomon ſays, I was a witty Child, and 
had a good Spirit ; yea, rather being good, I came into a 
Body undefiled : That is, adapted to the Diſpoſition of 
his SOUL, As we fee ſome Torches or Candles burn 
brighter, and ſome Fuel caſt more Heat and Light than 
others; ſo the Splendour of every SOUL ſhines in a dif- 
ferent way, and produces different Diſtinctions of Minds: 
as is evident in Youths, who (however accurately taught, 
and painfully inſtructed) are not equally capable of 
learning Arts, Diſcipline, or any ſort of Erudition. . 
BUT notwithſtanding that ſome curious Phyſicians 
(who have ſtrictly ferutiniz'd the Works of Nature) 
would have the SOUL to center in the BRAIN, whence all 
its Senſes, Faculties, and Actions proceed; yet ſome Phi- 
loſophers have juſtly aſſign d the Center of the HEART 
to its Reſidence : which Doctrine is alſo approved by 
the wiſe Solomon t, ſaying ; Keep thy Heart with all Dili- 
gence, for out of it are the Iſſues of Life. +: 
HOWEVER yet, if any ſhould ſtill obſtinately perſiſt 
in denying the BeixG of the SOUL,I adviſe ſuch to go no 
farther, but look into themſelves, and call their own Minds 
to Counſel; for even there they will have a full View, not 
only of its BIN, but alſo of its ſupernatural Excellency : 
If they but ſeriouſly weigh the eximious Gifes, and 
unlimited Faculties of Nature, together with the egre- 
gious Ornaments of Reaſon, Underſtanding, Judgment, Me- 
mory, and many other Accompliſhments, with which 
every Mind is abundantly endued ; they will clearly per- 
ceive ſomething of a ſuperexcellent Nature, and ſuper- 
natural Quality in themſelves; which is nothing elſe but 
what I call the Sour, and which is alſo of a more no- 
ble and 'excelling Subſtance, than any corporeal Matter 
liable to Corruption can be. | 
_ 'THIS Being, only and alone, vivifies, rules, and 
governs the Bod); furniſhing it with innumerable Ac- 
tions, and exerciſing it with as many curious Offices. 
Hence, from its manifold Efefs, and different Opera- 
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tions, it has various Appellations, according to St. Au- 
guſtines Saying : Cum Corpus animat, Vitaq; imbuit, 
Anima dicitur : Dum vult, Animus : dum Scientid or- 
* nata eſt, ac Judicandi peritiam exercet, Mens: dum re- 
" © colit ac reminiſcitur, Memoria: dum ratiocinatur, ac fin- 
* © oula diſcernit, Ratio: dum Contemplationi inſiſtit, Spiri- 
tus: dum Sentiendi vim obtinet, Senſus.” Which are all 
the principal Functions of the Sour, whereby it de- 
monſtrates its Power, and performs its relative Offices. 
* In the Execution whereof, St. Cyprian aſſerts, that the 
| SOUL makes uſe of the Body, as the Horkman does of 
the Mallet, Hatchet, or Anvil: tho' (I think) the Simile 
may be drawn much nearer, the SOUL being incloſed 
and dwelling in the Body, as the Fiſh or the Szail in the 
Shell; without which Receptacle, or Rampart of Defence, 
it cannot ſubſiſt: Which is evident in that, as ſoon as the 
Body labours under any Grief, the SOUL is alſo affected; 
| not with a primary Affection (as ſome would have it) but 
by a Law of the moſt ſtrict Alliance, and neareſt Aﬀmty ; 
and hence it is, that the Vices and Virtues of the one are 
transfus' d, and flow into the other. 


THIS is the only reaſon why, when the corporeal 


| Organs or Inſtruments are vitiated or impeded, the SOUL 


cannot explicate its own Faculties, according to the 


Words of Solomon; The corruptible Body preſſeth down 
| the Soul, and the earthly Tabernacle weigheth down the Mind. 


Which Truth may ſerve to obviate two Objections ; viz. 
That of Childrens being deſtitute of the SOUL, and that 
of the SOUL's growing up with Push, and declining 
with Age, or Sickneſs : Since, tho! it leſs diſplays itſelf in 
Infancy, Sickneſs, and Dotage, yet it ſtill is, and continues 
furniſhed with its proper Faculties, and that from the 
Beginning of Life, until its End; neither does the SOUL 
in its Subſtance ever ſuffer the leaſt Diminution, but only 
by the Ineptitude of the Inſtrument or Organ, it may 
be hindred in the Diſcharge of its Fun&ions, and Execu- 
tion of its Offices. „ | |

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_ rick Perſons grow in 


AND tho this divine Subſtance can contract nothing of 
Vice, Spot, or Contagion from the Concretion of the corrup- 
tible Body: yet as a thick Cloud obſcures the Sun- Beams, 
and overcaſts its Light; or, as by holding a verficolour 
Glaſs to our Eyes, Matters appear different from what they 
really are: So the Intemperature of the Body obſcures the 
Light of Reaſon, and overſhadows the Intellects of the Mind,

Hence it is, that a delirious or drunken Man thinks he ſees 


double, or :wo things, tho* one be the only Object of his 


Eyes: And as, for this reaſon, melancholick Perſons ima- 

gine Abſurdities, and * Dreams to themſelves; ſo chole- 

enſibly hot, and are ſuddenly in- 

cenſed by the Fumes of noxious Humours oppreſſing the 
Brain.

BUT there is another Sett of Miſcreants, who don't 

fo much deny the Exiſtence, as the Immortality of the 

Sour. This I eſteem a Piece of the groſſeſt Inpiety, to 

think that ſpiritual Subſtance Mortal and Frail, which is 


inſpir'd in Man by the Divine Vill and Commaud, pro- 


ceeding immediately from the very Subſtance of Go» 


| himſelf : Since if Man be made after the Image of Gov, 


to expreſs his Similitude, he muſt needs participate of 


his Nature, and (conſequently be a Fellbw-Sharer of E- 


ternity : And if the human Soul be Partaker of the di- 
vine Eſſence or Subſtance, as Gon is eternal and inca- 
pable of Decay, ſo it muſt needs be eternal, and free 
from all Corruption, NE 60 NS bs 
MOREOVER, Gov form'd and made all other 
Things for the ſake of Max, but Him he made for his 
own ſake, and therefore like unto HimstLr ; for which 
reaſon, he was pleas'd to agglutinate Immortality to 
Mortality, and Divinity xo Humanity : By which Means, 


the divine NATURE incorporates, as it were, With the 
human, and the human is united to the divine.

HENCE we may clearly ſee how marvellouſly Gop 
has been affected towards us from the Beginning; how 
much he delighted in us, and deſired the entire 1 
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and full Enjoyment of our perpetual Fumiliarity, and 
eternal Fellowſhip ; which Truth CHRIST “* (the Wil 

dom of the Father) confirms by his own Teſtimony. | 


AND ſuch is ſtill the great Love and Propenſion of 


Go towards Manu, that all Things (thro' his Grace) 
are communicated to him by his only SO N; || and that 
more eſpecially becauſe we are conditional Sharers, equal 
* Inheritors, and Joint-Heirs with him, agreeable to the 
I Apoſtles Phraſe ; and whatever is expreſs'd in CHRIST, 
may alſo be in Man: Since as he is eternal, and lives for 
* ever, ſo Man (by his Grace and Merits) does the ſame 
for he having ſufficiently bruiſed Satan's Head, led 
* Captivity Captive, and conquer'd Death, roſe again, and 
became the Prince and Captain of ſo glorious a VICTORY,

But theſe Inferiours are de- 
fin d, ſome to be Sol Ax, others Lux AR; on which the 
Sun and Moon make ſtrong Impreſſions, like thoſe of the 
SrAks and Si6xns they are under. In reference to which, 
they diſtribute the human Body among the Planets and 
Signs of the Zopiack; and moſt ingeniouſly demon- 
ſtrate, that as the Triplicities of thoſe Signs anſwer one 
another, and agree in Celeſtials, ſo they alſo concur in 
the Members f the Bopr ; which Obſervation, daily Ex- 
perience alſo confirms.

| N TOUCHING the real Signs of VIRGINITI, 
many learned Centroverfies have riſen; particularly as 
to the Membrane, call'd Hy MEN: Some great Anatomiſi 
and Phyficians * ſtrenuouſly denying its Exiſtence, and 
repreſenting it as ſome preternatural Production; and 
Others 4 as vigorouſly maintaining the contrary Opinion. 
Upon which Contention, if I may humbly offer my Senti- 
ment; the later Authorities are ſo commonly receiv'd, 
that (I think) this Diſpute ſufficiently decided. 
WE find the Reality of it has been abundantly 
confirm'd by the Greeks, as it was diſcover'd by the 
Arabians of old: And the Gentiles, for that very Rea- 
ſon, call'd their Nuptial God, Hymtexnzus.

1 works upon, and affects, others as well as onr- 
ſelves, and operates in the very Soul, as well as Body 


of Man; moving the Powers of all the Paſſions of the 


Mind. | 
As it happens frequently by reaſon of the Similitude 
of things; that by ſeeing or imagining Ox to eat ſome 
| ſharp or ſour Matter, or hearing it only mention'd, 
AxorhrR's Teeth may be ſet on edge, and his Tongue 
wax tart; ſo by ſeeing One gape, Another often falls a 
yawning. In like manner, as the fight of any filthy 
Thing cauſeth Nauſeouſneſs; fo the fight of Man's Bud, 
| makes many Perſons fall a-ſwooning. Es 
GUILLAUME de Paris writes, that he ſaw a Man, 


who at the SIGHT of a Medicine, went to Stool as oft 


as he pleas'd, tho' it neither in Subſtance, Odour, or 
Taſte, did affect him; but only by an Apprehenſion of a 
kind of Reſemblance. Which is much the ſame Caſe of 
one in a Dream, who thinks he burns and is in a Fire, 
= | or 
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or as much tormented, as if he did really burn, tho 
far enough from any Subſtance of Fire; only becauſo 
of a Reſemblance apprehended by the Strength of IMA. 
GINATION. 5 N 
AND beſides, this IMAGINATION hath not only 
| ſuch Power over the Body, but alſo over the very Sou! 
of Man; which Power of the Soul, hath its reſpective 
Tafluence upon the Body : As Avicen remarkably de- 
ſcribes a certain Man, who (when he pleas'd) could 
affect his Body with the Parsy. ; 

I T is wonderfully related of Gallus Vibius, that he 
became Mad, not caſually, but on purpoſe ; for whilſt 
he imitated Mad-Men, he ſo aſſimilated their Madneſs 
to himſelf by the Counterfeit, that he fell at laſt into real 
MADNESS. 25 5 

Sr. AUSTIN mentions ſome Men, who could move 
their Ears; and others who could move the Crown of 
their Heads to their Foreheads, and replace them at 
Pleaſure. He writes of Another alſo, who could ſweat 
whenever he had a mind. 99 . 

I have likewiſe known ſome Perſons myſelf, who 
could weep and ſhed abundance of Tears at Will and 
Pleaſure ; others, who could bring up what they had 


ſwallow'd of any kind, as Gold, Silver, &c ; and others 
again, who could ſo naturally imitate and expreſs the 


Voices of Birds, Cattle, Dogs, &c; that they could not 
eaſily be diſtinguiſhed. | | 

YEA, and farther yet, many Learned Authors * teſtify 
by divers Examples (of Cajetava, Emilia, &c.) that 
Women have been turn'd into Men: Which ſome would 
perſuade us to believe, to be an Efett of the Force of 
a vehement IMAGINATION, acting upon the Soul,

Step, containing the Power of the natural Faculties of 


their Minds and vital Spirits, which are thence infus'd

BUT I take this Matter to depend much upon the 
Paſſion, Indolence, or Indifferency of the Mind, with 
which the Acr of Copulation is perform'd. For as the 
Ardour and Fervency of the Parents, and their plentiful 
prolifick Contribution, tend much to the CHILD's affect- 
ing the ſame Behaviour, Geſtures, Actions, Tempers, and

This is ſo Natural to them, and remarkable, that in a 
Journey once from Venice to Vienna, paſſing thro? the 
chief Town of that Country, call'd Judenburg, I had 
the Curioſity to go off the Poſt-Waggon, into the Church, 
with five other Gentlemen, Fellow-Paſlengers, to be 
better ſatisfy'd of the Truth of it. The People were 

at Mass, but the ſight of us ſoon confounded, or at 
leaſt diſturb'd their Devotion; for in a Moment, the 
Eyes of the whole Congregation were ſtaring upon us, 
wondering to ſee ſo many deform'd Men (as they call'd 
us) in that Place at one Time. 5 

AND the fame is the only Reaſon, that moſ 
Children in Spain and Portugal, are born with ſome Srur- 
rous of the Venereal Diſeaſe ; which, however, is with- 
out any infectious Malignity, and ſo Natural to them, that 
they ſeldom apply to the Doctor for Cu, until the Caſe 
becomes more dangerous or deſperate by the Party's 
own Means: which generally happens to them in a very 
few Years, being exceedingly Salacious from their Ix-

FROM what's already ſaid, we ſee that the

be ſtrictly obſerv'd, that what Diſorder ſoever of a vi-

FIRST then, the great Galen defines acute DIS- 
EASES to be ſuch, whoſe Motion is ſwift, attended 
| with ſudden and immediate Danger. 

THE learned Braſſavole calls ſuch DISEASES a 

Acute, as come ſuddenly, continue a ſhort Time, and have 
very ſevere or violent SYMPTOMS. | | | 
| THE ingenious Blancard calls thoſe DISEASES 
Acute, which are over in a little Time, but not without 


IMAM 
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imminent Danger. Now Thoſe are deem'd either very 
Acute, or moſt Acute; the latter is meant when the Diſ- 
temper is over the th Day; but the former is that which 
continues till the 7th Dy: For the more acute the DilS- 
EASE is, the ſooner follows its Determination, either 
for Life or Death. Again, a Diſeaſe is call'd fmply 
acute, when it laſts 14 or 21 Days; or laſtly, it is 
term'd Acute ex decidentia, which laſts 42 Days at leaſt. 

A ND according to the diligent Dr. Sydenham *, the 
Deſpumation of Acute DISEASES happens in 336 Hours; 
which he alſo juſtly applies to intermitting FEVERS, 
reckoning 5 Hours and a half for a Paroxyſm : Becauſe 
what we call Days in Acute Fevers, are ſo many Periops 


in imermitting Fevers : The only difference of Thoſe con- 


fiſting in that the one perfects its Fermentation at once, 
which the other accompliſhes at reiterated Times, and 
divers Turns, by the ſame Duct of Nature. He farther 
ſtill, obſerves that Autumnal Quurtun Fevers continue fix 
Months; in which Time, if the Number of the recur- 
rent Paroxyſms be ſummed up, they will exactly amount 
to the aforeſaid 336 Hours, or T4 Days, which is the 
Term or End of the regular and continual Fevers of that 
Seaſon.

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F THESE Things then being evidently fo, and it 


being a moſt certain and undeniable Truth, that the 
Sun and Moon have each their reſpective Influence upon 


all Iuferiour Bodys : (as has alſo been already ſhewn in 


$24, I. Chap. 8.) I come now to obſerve that ſuch Mu- 
tations as are Quick and Brief, or ſuch Changes as are ac- 
compliſhed in a Few Days, may be entirely aſcribed to 
the Power of the Moox : As in the Reverſe of theſe 
Caſes, which cannot be determin'd under a Long Time; 
the Courſe of the Sun is more chiefly to be conſider'd 
and principally regarded, _ 

SO Acute Fevers (becauſe SHORT) are generally 
aſſuaged and diſſolved in 14 Days : Whereas Ouartans 
(becauſe LONG) on the contrary are only determin'd 
in fix Months. It's true indeed, the Antients aſcribed 


| theſe Laws of NaruRR, to Pythagorean Numbers, and 


diſtinguiſh'd the Times of FxvxxS according to their 
Critical Days, which they ſtrictly animadverted, as they 
laid great Streſs upon that Ceremonious Obſervation. 

HOWEVER, Galen made a far ſtricter Diſquifition 
in this Matter, and conceiv'd (as the Truth indeed is) 
that the Acceſſzons and Criſes of Fx vRRS had no Connexion 
with any NUMBERS or odd Days, but took Origin only 
from the Efficacy of the Moo: (as is more fully ex- 
plain'd in Chap. 28. of this Section.) According to which 
MAXIM *, Acute Diſtempers have their Circulations in 
Seven Days, and take their Acceſſes and Declinations from 
the Courſe of the Moox ; which every Seventh Day, 
when New, Hare-Furr, or Furr, has her greateſt 
Influence. 

HE farther obſerves that the Quarter-Day of the 
Moox may fall upon the 6th or 8th Day of the DisrRMu- 
PER, and conſequently either of theſe Days may determine 
it as well as the SEVEN TH. For (according to 
Dr. Mead's excellent Judgment) the Diſſolution of a 
Fsver ſometimes happens To-day, which according to 
the ordinary Courſe of the Disr Eu ER ought to happen

Which I would have thus candidly under- 
ſtood, viz. | 2 

AS from the beginning of the Month to the Full- 
Moo are almoſt 14 Days, which accompliſh half the 
Lunar Circuit, and comprehend two Quarter-Changes ; 
ſo from the Beginning of Spring to the End of Summer 
are ſix Months, which comprehend two Seaſons or half of 
the Year : And ſo that Mediety or Half of the Month, from 
FULL-MOON, to the Time of Occultation or NEH. 
MOON, anſwers to the other fx Months, from the be- 
ginning of Autumn to the laſt of Winter, which con- 
clude the other Half of the Year. . 

FOR as we divide the Corſe of the MOON by 
Weeks, according to its 4 quarter Changes ; fo we di- 
ſtribute the Courſe of the SUN into 4 Stations, accord- 
ing to the four Seaſons of the Lear: Hence it is that all 
Times of the Tear anſwer in proportion to the different 
Weeks of the Month, and all Stations of the SUN (in 
like manner) to the different Changes of the MOON. 
Wherefore as the 7th Day, which is the 4th Part of

 WHEREFORE it is that the moſt Learned and 
Inquiſitive Boethogyniſts, or Female Phyſicians. maintain, 
that they have always obſerved their Women to bring 
forth the ſelf-ſame Hour of the Night or Day, in 
which they conceived : And This alſo daily Experience 
. feems to confirm for Truth; becauſe it is certain, that

| way: Whereupon, if This be True, Mr. Paſchal's

a Wok k. As for Inſtance, in France, MEN only profeſs 
this Buſineſs ; in ltah, and Germany, MEN and Women 
promiſcuouſly ; in England, Scotland, Holland, &c. Mx 
are ſtiled Extraordinary Mip-Wivrs, being ſeldom or 
| never call'd bur in extraordinary Caſes of difficult and 
| preternatural BRTrHS. Wherefore, upon this Account, 
I ſhall firſt obſerve and denote the Qualifications moſt 
requiſite and abſolutely neceſſary for [OMEN practi- 
waFASR - Os 

NOW as all Arts and Sciences require Inſtruction, 
Application, Pains, and Time, for qualifying any Perſon to 
become a MasrER in the Practice of them; ſo the Axr 
of Midwifery requires not the leaſt Regard, Attention, 
and Information. Wherefore it is quite wrong for any 
Perſons, who have not a Body and Mind particularly adap- 
ted to this Buſineſs, to ſpend their Time in qualifying 
themſelves for, and applying themſelves to the - Perfor- 
mance of this good Office. For ſuch as Theſe ought to 
leave This Province to 'Tnoss Perſons, whom Nature has 
more ſignally mark' d out for the Purpoſe. 

AND that I may the better diſtinguiſh upon what 
| have here propos'd, I ſhall frſt ſpeak in the Negative, 
and then in the Affirmative Senſe of the Affair; Or firſt, 
of her Natural, and then of her Acquir'd Qualifications. 1 
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I. THEREFORE, She who would diſcreetly un- 
dertake MipwirERT, ought not to begin the Prafic; 
too TOUNG, nor continue it till grown too OLD : For 
the one will want, perhaps, due Experience, as well a 
decent Gravity and Slidity ; the other will, peradven- 
ture, want requiſite Krength and Vigour of Body, as 
well as the Free Exerciſe, and ready Uſe of her Seuſes.

For thus the molt learned 
and excellent Fabricius d Aquapendente, teſtifies of him- 
ſelf; that he has often been ſo weary and tired, that he 
has been obliged to leave the Work for his Aſſiſtant to 
finiſh; and as Daventer alſo (a robuſt Man) relates of 
himſelf, that in the coldeſt Time of Winter, being but 
thinly cloathed, and at a Diſtance from any Fire, his Hair

BUT notwithſtanding all theſe natural and ac- 
quir'd Qualifications, the young MIDWIFE is not to 
run at once into the Practice : Nor to hurry herſelf 
raſhly to lay Hands upon the ARK, before ſhe is tho- 
roughly well accompliſhed for fo ſacred a Work; leſt 
(like Uzz4h) ſhe be puniſhed for her Temerity; whereof 
T have ſeen ſeveral exemplary Precedents. No, the Work 


1s too important, and the Concern too weighty for that 


haſty indiſcreet Undertaking ; for there is no leſs than the 
Life of the Mortazs, and one Child at leaſt, (if not 
ſometimes more) at Stake: Both which may be ſoon | 
ſaved, or quickly loſt, according to the Good or Bad 

Conduct and Management of the MIDIWIFE. | 
WHEREFORE, to the End, that ſhe may 
obtain the neceſſary Experience, and perfect her Judg- 
ment, &c. in due Courſe, ſhe ought to ſatisfy herſeit

I SHALL only (in this place) farther explain; 
what I mean; by the MIDIVIFE's Duty to all Women 
in LABOUR, to whom ſhe may be call'd upon critical 
Conjunctures; as the latter part of the above-mentioned 
| laſt General Head purports : namely this, That the MID- 
ME, in the Courſe of her Practice, ought always to 
obſerve carefully, and follow ſtrictly the Rules of EQUE 
Trand CHARITY : That is, ſuppoſing the MIDIV1FE

BUT, if it happen, that one Rich, and another poor

Chapters, but alſo to excel the WOMAN-Mipwixk in 
many ſpecial Particulars, and ingenious Points ; which 
noways belong to her Female Province. 

FOR it is not enough that He knows how to re- 


| Heve and lay the lalouring Woman, however difficult or 


preternatural her Caſe may be ; nor is it ſufficient that 
he underſtands how to help and ſuccour both the M0- 
THER and the INFANT after ſuch a Delivery: No, ſo 
much of his Buſineſs might be eaſily learn'd and en- 
hanced by old Women, were they but Docile, and not 


ſuch obſtinate Creatures. 


BUT He ought farther alſo to know (firſt) how to 
prevent all preternatural Diſaſters incident to both the u 
and the other, in their reſpective States of Chi p-Bry and 
Ixrancy : And, Secondly, how to adminiſter Relief and 
perform the Cuz, in Caſe of any diſmal Accident what- 
ſoever to one or either of them in their dangerous Con- 
dition.

MOREOVER, his Knowledge ought neither to

noble and moſt ingenious Profeſſion. _ |

HESE Parts are generally ſo well known, that 
I would not ſo much as mention them, out of 
Modeſty, were it not, that, I preſume, the young MID-

ſo much inſiſt upon: But ſuccinctly —— 
BEGINNING with the Firft, call'd the Vur- 
va or PuptnDuUM; we find it ſituated below the Os 
Puzrs, having a great Chink or Fiſſure in the Middle, as 
it has the FxanuLum and PzrIn&aum in the lower Part. 
And above the Chink there is a little Protuberance occa- 
ſioned by Fat under the Skin, call'd Mons Vexzis. 
THE two Lazia Vurvz being a little ſeparated, 
the NymeHz appear, join'd one to each interior Side of 
them: They are two ſmall Pieces of red Membranous 
Fleſh, much reſembling Pullet's Gills: They encreaſe 
75 Pleaſure of Copulation, and direct the Courſe of the

IN the upper Part of the Chink, next to the Os 
Puts, are ſeveral little round Subſtances ; which the 
moſt ingenious Fallopius call'd the CLirokis, almoſt hid 
under the Skin denominated the PRxpUTrIUXI. 3 
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A little deeper, or ſtraight below the Criroxrs, is 
the URETHRA, or Orifice of the Neck of the Bladder; 
being a little Hole as big as a Gooſe-Quill ; which diſ- 
-daches-long, | G9 YT. 
BETWIX'T the Muſcle, call'd SehixcrER Unr- 
HR, and the inner Membrane of the Vacing, are ſe- 
vera] ſmall Glands; whoſe excretory Das are the Holes 
obſervable about the URETHRA, call'd * LACUN/X 
GRAFFI; which diſcharge a Liquor for lubricating or 
making the V acina {hppery, and encreaſing the Venereal 
Titillation. 5 
I'N the Orifice of the Vacina, there is a lender 
fubtile M:mbrane ſituated a-croſs, which is call'd the 
Hrwex, of a different Form in different Women ; being 
ſometimes Annular, and ſometimes Semilunar : It is al- 
molt always to be found in young Girls, having a ſmall 
Hole into the Vacina ; which Hole in ApvuLrts is ſome- 
what larger. In the firſt Act of COPULATION this

ſion of a little Blood; but this may alſo happen by 
many other Procatarctick Cauſes , and accidental Oc- 
caſions.

THE GLANDULA or CARUNCULZ Myrtiformes 
are conſtituted of the contracted Fibres of the dilace- 
rated HYMEN ; and are ſituated on the Side oppoſite 
to the URETHRA, next the ANUS, in the FOSSA 
Magna, or Navicularis ; being the ſame Place where 
the HYMEN was at firſt eſtabliſhed.

quently muſt be of an exquifitive Sexst : In Virgins the 
WRINKLES are very Large, eſpecially in the Fore- 
Part ; but after frequent Embraces they are Leſs, and 
after repeated BIRTHS, they entirely diſappear. | 

THE VAGINA lies betwixt the Bladder and the 
ſrait Gut, or Rectum ; with which laſt it is wrapt up 
in the ſame common Membrane, from the PERITON/E- 
UM, adhering to it, all its Length upwards, from its 
Orifice to that of the Woms, and quite round on the 
lower Side, as it does to the Neck of. the BLADDER 
above. | 5 | 
IN Mais, the VAGINA is about Five Inches 
Long, and one and a half Wide: But in C H IL D- 
BEARING WOMEN, it cannot be detetermin'd ; 
becauſe it lengthens in the time of PREGNANCY, and 
dilates in time of BIRTH; having likewiſe (in all) ſome 
little Holes or Dutts in it, which diſcharge a mucous Li- 
quor, The VAGINA ſerves alſo, in fine, for a neceſ- 
fary Conduit to the MENSTRUA and LOCHIA, as it does 
for a proper Paſſage to the INFANT, 8&c. 

THESE are, in ſhort, all the external Parts of 
GENERATION in Women; and theſe have all their 
proper reſpective Functions aſſign'd them by Nature 
contributing conjunctly and ſeverally to the Charms of

of the BLoop, and Motion of the Animal SPIRITS ; and

N diſcourſing of Theſe, I ſhall begin with the chief

THE tuo broad Ligaments are Membranous, and call'd 
Ars VESPERTILIONOM 3 Which ſpring from the PERi-

ILIA So that the OV AR1A are faſten'd to one End of 
them, and the Touzx Fallopianæ he a-long the Other. 

THE tuo round Ligaments atiſe from the Fore and 
lateral Part of the Bottom of the Woms, and paſs thro” 
the Rings of the Muſcles of the AzDowen, terminating 
in Fat near the Groins. They are of a hard Subſtance, 
pretty Big at the Bottom of the Wons ; but ſmaller and 
fatter, as they approach the OS PUBIS. Now Thoſe 
Four Ligaments ſerve to keep the Wows ſtreight, ſteady, 
and firm in its proper Place before BIRTH, and to re- 
ſtore it to its natural Poſition, by the Help of Cox rRAc- 
nox, After. 

THE Orifice of the Wows opening into the /AGLE 
NA, is of the fame Figure with the Nut of the PENIS: 
This in VIRGINS is very ſmall, ſcarcely admitting a 
Secilluam or Probe; in Orkkns it is much larger; but 
in Women with Child, ſeveral ſmall Ducts or Veſicles 
open among the Rucz, which diſcharge a Glutinous

THE Subſtance of the Won is Solid and Muſculur,

Without, it is ſurrounded with a Thin and Smooth Meri 
brane from the PERRTroxæuM; and within its Cavity, fur- 
niſhed with a Thick, Porous, and Nervous one, call'd tle 
proper Membrane of the Woms.

THE eins and Arteries of the Wome, proceed from 
the Spermatick Veſſels, and HrpocAs TRICKS which Ve 
are all inſerted in the proper Membrane. The Arteries con- 
vey the Brood for its Nouriſhment ; which accumula- 
ring and abounding there in great Quantity, at Maturity of 
Years (when no more is requir'd for the Encreaſe or Grouth 
of the Body) it diſtends the Yeſſels, and diſtills into the 
Bottom of the Worms: Whence proceeds the Bloud 
which nouriſheth the Fozrus in the Pregnant Wiman, 


and the Monthly Terms or MENSTRUA in the Moman it 


with Child; which Evacuation, Mx "Themſelves are alſo 
ſubject to in a great Meaſure ; (notwirhſtanding their 
inconſiderate Detractions and vain Talk on this Head) 
fave only that in Tru the Redundant Humour paſles off 


a different Way by Urine, by the Noſe, and ſometimes by 


the Hemorrhoidal Veins, &c. 


THE VEINS ſerve only to reconduct to the Heart, 


the Broop which is neither wholly evacuated nor con- 


ſum'd, as I obſerved more at large Before, But the 


Nerves ariſe from the Intercoſtale, and thoſe of the Os 


Sackuu; remarkable Branches of which run along the 


Back of the Clitoris, from whence this Part is ſuſcepti- 
ble of the very ſlighteſt Impreſſion. 
THERE are moreover other ſmall 7/:/els, ſpring- 
ing one from another, which tend to this Orifice, and 
ſerve in Plethorick Nomen with CHILD, to carry off the 
Superfluity of the Humours. And, in ſhort, prudent 
Nature, ſeems to have ſo ordered Theſe to prevent 
ABORTION, which "might eaſily happen, if the fry: 
zant Woms was too much expos'd, or was to open it-

N THE 
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IHE Seminal or Spermatick Veſſels are Four, like as 
they are computed to be alſo in Mx, and differ only 
in being ſporter. The Blood Veſſels are very winding; 
and the Spermatick Arteries ariſing with a narrow Origin 
from the Aorta, form various Plexus's, and Iniſculations, 
as Theſe do: And the Spermatick Veins (tho? without 
Valves) have the like Jnoſculations with the Arteries, 
which however in Theſe are more conſpicuous. 
THE OY ARIA, or TESTICLES, are Two Bodies, 
on each Side Ore, annexed to the Bottom of the Woms, 
at about TWO Fingers Diſtance, near the broad Liga- 
ments : They are fixed to the PERTrox xu at the Iria, 
nigh the Spermatick I/ els : Their Figure is almoſt Oval, 
a little depreſſed on the the Upper Part, where the 
SPERMATICKS enter.

THEIR Subſtance is Membranous and Fibrous, 
| interwoven with a vaſt Number of Veſſels ; among which 
are ſome round Veſicles, containing a viſcous Humour, 
when boil'd, of the Colour, Conſiſtence, and Taſte of the 
boil'd J/hite of an Egg: From whence they are call'd 
Eccs, becauſe of this Analogy. Theſe alſo differ in Size 
and Number, according to Age and Conſtitution, although

and there are in ſome Perſons 10 or 12 of them, in 
hers (perhaps) but One or Two diſcernible. 

THE Tozz FaLTopiANx, are Two winding Canals,

fication, they cannot help committing a great many 
Blunders, and being guilty of innumerable Miftabes, 


ſince they muſt proceed upon groſs Uncertainties, and 
uſe their Hands like ME N groping in the Dark, as 


hereafter will more plainly appear. | 

IJ HISis that Cavity betwixt the Oss a InNominaTta 
and Os Sacxum ; which join themſelves in the Peſte- 
rior Part of it on each fide, by Cartilages and Ligaments. 
ſo that they, forming there a ſtrong and firm Juncture, 
compoſe this Cavity of the PELVIS, which is vulgarly 
call'd the Baſon of the Wows. E "ws 
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THE upper Part of the Oss a Punis forms the Bor- 
ders of this Caviry before, and the Hanging forwards 
| or bending down of the Os Sacavm makes Thoſe of it 
bebind ; as the Ossa IIIA compoſe the ſame on each 


ſide. 2 

THESE Ossa IIIA are (by ſome) call'd the Wings 
and Bounds of the PELVIS; but they are mightily miſ- 
taken, who imagine that they ſurround or encompaſs 
the PELVIS : For they are only annexed to it on each 
| fide, and more extended towards the Back than the 
Hrepart. As they are alſo very much in the wrong, 
WH who think that the Cavity of the PELVIS extends in its 
Length, according to the Length of the Back-Boxs : 
dance it riſes from the Bottom obliquely, aſcending F- 
wards, and fo proceeds, as if a Perſon might, through 

its Paſſage, eaſily touch the Naver. 
IN fine, it is here Remarkable alſo, that we do not 
always find the largeſt PELVIS in Women of the largeſt 
Slax, but often the quite contrary; for it differs as the 
INFANT does in Bulk, exactly anſwering to the Big- 
rſs of its HEAD: And in ſome. Women it is Deeper, in 
ſome Larger, in ſome Broader, in ſome Flatter, in ſome 
more Oval, and in ſome at laſt Rounder. From whence 
ariſe ſundry Obſervations both uſeful and neceſſary, for 
the better Information of MIDWIVES.

Doubt not in the leaſt but This and the preceeding 

Chapter will ſeem needleſs, and appear ſuperfluous 
to ſome Perſons, in the Practice of MIDWIFERY ; 
namely, to ſuch as know not the New Improvements of 
this Axr: Bur eſpecially to ſuch as are accuſtom'd to 
the Uſe of INSTRUMENTS, they'll appear altogether 
Uſeleſs and Vain; fince ſuch Practitioners can eaſily (upon 
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any Occaſion, without the curious Auatomical Knowledge 
of theſe Parts) firſt ſiay the INFANT, and then either 
deliver or kill the WOMAN, as Chance may direct their 
HARPS. 1 l cad; 1 
BUI for my Part, becauſe I have no Notion of 
ſuch ſort of Wz.aroxs, I ſhall endeayour to acquit my 
ſelf more .hqnourably, and teach my Followers another 
way, and That without Broop-sRED ; as I hope will 
hereafter more amply appear. n 
AND Fixsr therefore in ſpeaking of the Bones of the 

PELVIS, I ſhall. begin with the OSSA Innominata; 
which are tuo large Bones joined to the Sides of the 05 
SACRUM. They are compos'd of Three diſtinct Pieces, 
each of which has its reſpe&ive Name: The Fizsr 
and ſuperior is call'd Os Irrum ; becauſe the Guts Ira 
lie upon it directly. It is Large and almcſt of a Semi- 
circular Figure, a little Convex and Uneven on its Exter- 
nal Side; as it is Cincave and Smooth on the Internal. In 
ſhort, it is join'd to the Sides of the three Superior VER“ 
TE BR of the Os Sackum, and is Larger in WOMEN 
than in MEN.

THE Sscoxp and Anterior is call'd Os Pouzs; 


_ Which is united in the Forepart to its Fellow-BONE of 
the other Side, by an intervening Cartilage : By the Ex- 
tenſion of which Cartilage, the Ossa Pusis in Dung 
Wemen, ſometimes recede a little from One another, to 
facilitate a difficult Bi R TH. | 

THE 'Trizp is the Iaferiour and Poſteriour, call'd 
Os Iscnrum, or CoxkNDIx, Which has a large Cavity 
call'd Acetabulum Coxendicis ; and This receives the Head 
of the Os Femoris ; the Supercilium or Top of which 
Cavity joins the Os Pouzis. 3 

THESE Three Bones, until the Age of Puberty, may 
be ſeen diſtinctly, tho' afterwards they grow together, 
and become one BONE, without leaving any Mark ot 
Divifion.

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THESE Bones in WOMEN are more diſtant or ſe- 

arated from One another, and are ſmaller than in MEN; 
eſpecially the Os Pon1s, to the end that the Cavity of 
the PELVIS, and the Angle berwixt the Os Poris and 
ca1vM, may be the Larger, for the more commadious 
Bearing of the Inzanmr, and the more eaſy Exclliſion of 
it in BixrT#., But from hence I would no-ways infer, 
that the Ossa Puls and IIIA ſever themſelves in time 
of LABOUR ; (notwithſtanding the Opinion of ſome Au- 
thors) for I am fully ſatisfied of the contrary : Becauſe I 
have conducted more than one Woman in my Time, 
upon walking out of one, Chamber into another, imme- 
diately after DELIVERY ; which could never have 
happen'd in Caſe of ſuch a diſtant or diſlocated Separa= 
tun.

THESE Bones call'd Iinominata are of wonderful 
Uſe and Service : For beſides that they form the PELVIS, 
and defend every Part of its Contents, they alſo give Con- 
nexion and Juncture of the reſt of the Body, to the Thigh- 
Binzs; as they likewiſe give Riſe and Origin to many 
MoscLzs, and are the Bafis or Support of the Sp1xz of 
the Back, as well as of all the Superior Parts, Whence | 
I come à propos to deſcant a little upon this particular Ll. 
Part, as far as concerns our preſent Purpoſe. i 

THE Spixz then is that Bony Column or Ridge, 
which extends itſelf down the Back from the HEAD to 
the Fundament, containing the Spinal Marrow, and re- 
ſembling the Letter S in figure.

THE Contents of this Section will appear more 
evident, by looking curiouſly upon a Female SK El.

BUT how particular ſoever I have been on this 
Head, in Chap. 5, and 6. T muſt reſume this Topick here, 
and add, that the Woms, and its Vagina or Ne, are 
cloſely join'd together: For it terminates in a Pot 
near its Orifice, intrudes itſelf into the Vagina, and 
hangs ſo down, that in Women nit with C1111.D, and 
ſometimes alſo in the firſt Months of Pregnancy, This 
ſharp Pol x r may be perceiv'd by the Touch.

| NOW the Womzin its /ower Part being ſtraitly 
tied to the Iateſtinum Rectum and Bladder ; it is to be 
underſtood that the Diſtention happens moſtly in its ſu- 
periour Part or Bottom: Which is not only moſt Free 
and at greateſt Liberty, but alſo Thickeſt and apteſt for 
Dilatation. „„ 
THIS will appear more evident, when we conſi- 
der how the IN ANT adheres to that Part, the Bottom, by 
means of the Secundive : How the Ixrant alſo as it 
grows, begins to ſeparate the Humonrs in the Secundine, 
which (of conſequence) encreaſe as the Infant does: 
And how again the Encreaſe of the Humours fill up the 
Chinks and Vacuums, as I may call them, which the 
IxrAx r cannot poſſeſs. From hence it is that the Woms 
extends itfelf in the Form of a PRAR, only a little Plainer 
at Both Ends. | | lie 
THUS the Secundine adhering * to the Bottom of 
the Woms, by its thicker Part (call'd the PLACENT a,) 
thence it is that the Wous encreaſes and extends itſelf 
more in its Bottom, than in any inferiour Part.

the true Knowledge of this Point, is ſo Material and

Doubt not in the leaſt but among the Many, ſome 
will reje& this Trzs!s as Falſe or New-fangled; 
but They who are Ignorant of it, are meer blind Novices 
in the Art of Mipwirery : For repeated Experience 
has taught Miſelf and many Others the Certainty of 
this Truth; as will more amply appear from the follow- 
ing Diſcourſe. | | | 


THE Vonb having then aſcended into the Cavity 
of the BeLLy, if its pointed Parts tend perpendicularly 
into the PRIvis, ſo as that its Orifice may be ealily 
touch'd on every Side with the Fingers, its Bottom is 
placed about the Naver ; and This I call a right or 
natural Situation: But when otherways, the Poſture 18 


changed, inclining this or that way, and the Orifice ſul- | 
pended 
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ended ſo High, that it can ſcarce or not at all be 
touch d, I call That a wrong and preternatural Pofition, 
or oblique Situation of the Woms ; which may nor only 
be occaſion'd (as is ſaid) by the Weight and Bulk of 
its Bottom, above the extended and relaxed Ligaments, 
but alſo by many other different Cauſes ; ſuch as an ob- 
durated Gland, a Cicatrix, an Ulcer, an Obſiruttion of the 
Veſſels in the Ligaments or adjacent Parts, &c. 

HENCE it is that the wrong Poſitions of the 
WOMB are manifold, which would be very tedious to 
enumerate exactly here ; but only, that I may not paſs 
by what 1s ſo material, I ſhall reduce them to a Fourfold 
Difference; as the Ancients did the Winds, becauſe of 
the Four Regions or Limits of the Heavens. And Thoſe 
Four will (I hope) comprehend all other wrong Situations 
of the OMB, not very improperly or mal-a-propos, as

THE firſt bad Poſition of which is, when the Bot- 
tom of the OMB is placed on the left Side of the 
Woman, a little raiſed or depreſs'd; the Orifice being 
turn'd towards the Spixx of the right Os IL Iuu or Os 
Punis, againſt which the Ixraxt in time of BRI 
commonly puſhes its Head, beats out its Brains, and 
ſticks there to Death: Or elſe paſſing the ſaid Spixx, 
it hes a-rhwart the PtLvis. | . 

THE Second ill Poſition of the VOM is, when the

AN falls down by the Head into the Bent, or crooked 
Cavity of the Os Coccrois, where it fatally ſticks faſt. 
I' HE fourth Oblique Situation of the HO MB is, 

when its Bottom is preſs'd too near the DiaphNAOMa, 
and its Body too near the VerTEBR® of the Loins; the 
Oriſice being elevated, is thereby turned too. near the 
OS PUBIS, where the IN ANT ſtriking its Head againſt 
theſe Bones, remains immoveable and periſhes : Or, 
(which is worſe) {liding with its Head upon the OSS4 
PUBIS, it is turn'd on one or other Side or Back-

HE Midwife ought to have a ſpecial Knowledge in 
This Matter, ſince a Thing of ſo much Moment 
as LIFE itſelf often depends upon it; yea, and this 
Knowledge is of abſolute Neceſſity to all Perſons prac- 
tiſing MiDwirery, becauſe many different Points of the 
greateſt Importance, are thereby plainly diſcover'd : But 
before I enter upon theſe Things, I would have it 
rightly underſtood, that nothing elſe is meant here by 
the Performance of the Touch, than (upon having firſt 


pared the Nails ſhort, equal, and ſmooth) paſſing the 


two Fore-fingers of either Hand, (previouſly well anointed 


with Fat or Butter, when proper Oils are not to be had) 


through the VuLva into the VAGINA, in order to reach the 
Orifice of the WOMB, and to diſcern its Foxu, by feel- 
ing it on each Side. | 
AND it is not only requiſite that the Woman in 
Lazouk be touched, before lier Pains come on, becauſe 
then the Membrane containing the Humours being loole, 
the IN rA N T's Poſture may be the better diſtinguiſh'd ; 
but the ſame Touch alſo is to be continued during the 
Force of the Pains, the better to know their Nature and 
Eſfecis; whether the IxranT continues {till at the Paſ- 
ſage or not; and whether the Humcurs are contracted 
lzgth-ways, or preſs'd into a Flat Form, and the like. 
For after the Pains are over, it is eaſily to be perceiv'd, 
| Whether they have promoted the BIx TH or Not. 
BUT during this Performance of the Touch, great 
Care muſt be taken not to handle the Membranes con-

I NOW 
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NOW that the Mipwirz may the more readily 
perform her 'Toucn, ſhe mult take good Heed to what 
s ſaid of the Cavity of the PeLvis: for as it riſes from 
the Bottom obliquely, aſcending forwards ; fo, upon 
this Occaſion, in ſeeking for the Orifice of the Wour, 
ſhe muſt not thruſt her Fingers ſtreight along according 
to the Length of the Body, towards the bending of the 
Os Sackum ; but guide them #pwards from the Bottom, 


as if thro' the Vacina, ſhe would touch the Nave: 


For Thus her Hand being turn'd inward, and her Fin- 
gers tending towards the Navel, the Orifice of the 
 Wows lying directly in the way, ſhe meets with it 
readily at firſt. Whereas they who go otherways to 
work, ſeek it in vain, and find it with Difficulty. 

T HIS Obſervation I thought the more requiſite 
in this Place, becauſe MDE not accurately un- 
derſtanding the Situation of the Bones of the Px Lv1s, 
think that the Won and its Neck or Vacina reach 
according to the Length of the Woman, and make uſe 
of their Hands accordingly : Firſt hurting the VAOINA 
and Rectum in the Bending of the Sackun; and then

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HOWEVER, ſuppoſing the Clunes, Knee, or 
Elbow, to preſent themſelves Firſt in the ORIFICE ; It 
is true, they have their Roundneſs, but then they are 
eaſily diſtinguiſhed from the Head: For the Globular 
Part of it is much broader and ſmocther, than either Knee 
or Elbow, and harder than the Buttocks ; which Fleſby 
Part is ſoon diſtinguiſhed from the Bones, or the ſoft 
Membrane betwixt the Bones of the Heap.

our common MIDI/IVES are ſo often miſtaken, 
and do ſo frequently err in this Point, having no tho» 
Tough-pac'd Knowledge of either ſort of theſe PAINS : 
For when ſhe comes to a Woman, taken ill with ſevere 
PAINS in the Belly or Loins, being ignorant of the 


accurate Nicety of the 'Toucn, ſhe preſently concludes 


Theſe to be the true labouring PAINS, becauſe they 


indeed often reſemble them very much; and ſhe farther 


finding perhaps the ORIFICE a little relax'd and open, 
expects it to enlarge to her Satisfaction. Which, how- 
ever, not anſwering her Hopes, nor the PAINS encrea- 
ſing ; ſhe endeavours by ſtimulating Medicines and other 
ſiniſtrous Means, conformable to the perverſe Rules 
of her PRAcrick, to raiſe and provoke Them : So that 
this, in ſhort, is the Cauſe, not only of many an untimely 
BIRTH, but alſo too commonly of many an wuntimely 
DEATH. 


NO W the Mind-Cholick, either in the Lower or 


Upper Part of the Belly, occaſions frequent racking 
PAINS, as do alſo the Humovks by Virtue of their 
Acidity, corroding the Inteſtines; and theſe Mordacious 
PAINS are generally attended with a ſubſequent Looſe- 
ſs, In which Caſes, I always uſe proper mitigating 
and repelling Means, (ſuch as a Carminative and Emol- 
lient Clyſter, &c : upon extreme Occaſions) ; which pro- 
per Means infallibly anſwer my Ends in either Condi- 
tion. For if the PAINS that affli& the Woman are 
Furious, They are thereby ſuddenly laid and repreſſed;

HE ſole Reaſon I add this Chapter, is, becauſe 
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and if Genuine, Theſe very ſelf- ſame Means moſt effec- 
tually promote and advance them to BIR TI. 
B U-T again, ſome Nomen are taken with a mix'd 
Complication of Genuine and Spurious, or Real and Falſe 
PAINS, that are properly called Tergiverſant; which 
one Moment ſeem to depreſs the BIRTH, and enccurage 
the Woman to Lazour; and the next convert them- 
ſelves into ſcatter'd CRAups, and other contracting 
PAINS: And theſe diſperſed Baſtard-Pains are always 
more pernicious to the Woman, than the moſt ſevere 
natural Lapour-Pains : This Caſe is alſo eaſily diſtin- 
guiſhed by the Toucn; which done, the falſe wandring 
Pains are firſt to be aſſuag'd or carry'd off, before the 
BIRTH can well ſucceed. . | 
NOW, as to the real Natural and Genuine Pains, 
They are, (methinks) in ſhore, eaſily to be judged of 
by the Manner in which they always ſeize the Miman;

4 I. FROM the Navel downwards to the Groin, re- 
flecting towards the Loins, with a depreſſing and bear- 
ing down upon the Won and Pxrviries, as occaſional- 
ly mentioned in the preceding Chapter And tho' Theſe 
are intermitting (not continunl) PAINS, yet their Se- 
verity and Violence extenuate the Umbilical, and pro- 
tuberate the Genital Parts, opening and diſtending the 
Paſſages.

be not both Timely and Judiciouſiy aſſiſted, It may prove

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NOW This being ſo ſucceſsfully done, I can, in 
fine, aſſure and ſecure any Lying-in-Woman, that her 
Won is both duly purg'd, and naturally ſput again as it 
ought to be; which I take to be the greateſt Satisfation 
the CyiLD-Bep-Woman can conceive in her Condition.

H O' indeed every difficult Expulſion of the N- 
FANT, from whatſoever Cauſe it may proceed, 
is verily a Difficult BIRTH ; yer I ſhall here diſtinguiſh 
a difficult One from a preternatural BIRTH; not only 
that I may thereby, the better avoid the Confufion 
which others have led themſelves into, by treating of 
Born promiſcuouſly, but alſo that my Method may 
tend the more to the peculiar Benefit and Advantage 
of the Ingenious RrADER. oh oi 
WHEREFORE I call that a Difficult BIRTH ; 
where, notwithſtanding the Figure and Dimenſious of 
the CHILD, anſwer in all reſpects to its proper na- 
tral Poſture, in a Perpendicular Wows, duly ſituated, yet 
the Excluſion of the INFANT, is retarded, by ſome 
certain Oppoſition or Difficulty, From hence proceeds 
© EM the 
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the real Difference between This and the Natural Eaſy 
BIRTH, toraſmuch as This always requires leſs or more 
Skilful Aſſiſtance, according to various Circumſtances, 
and That but Little or none at all, we 

NOW the Cauſes of Difficult BIRTHS are very 
various, and according to the Nature of them, Thi, 
ſometimes proves equally as dangerous as the Preterna- 
tural ; but when ſo it happens, I have commonly ob- 
ſerved the Fault to be, for the moſt Part wholly owing 
to the arrogant MIDWIFE, who either knew not 
how to remove the Canſe and facilitate the BIRTH 
herſelf, or delay'd applying betimes to ſome Aller Pen 
fon, for the Relief and Safety of her Labouring - 

HENCE ariſes a Fundamental Maxim, which 1 
would lay down for a memorable Rule to all ſuch I;x0- 
RANTS; that no MDE ought to keep a Wouax 
in this Condition under her Hands (eſpecially in a Place 
where extraordinary Help is to be had) any longer, 
than ſhe- finds the Advances of BIRTH anſwer to the 
Proportion of Time ſpent about it: But forthwith ſhe 
ought to deliver her up to the Care of the more Skilful 

and Judicious Practiſer in this Arr. In which Caſe, 
of Compliance and Condeſcenſion, ſhe is to be highly com- 
mended for her tender Care, and cautious Concern ; 
whereas upon acting contrary to this good Rule out of 
Pride or Obſtinacy, and the fatal Accident enſuing, I 
have known the MDE to have been try'd for her 
| Life in the City of Venice. | 

BUI that I may render every thing Plain and Eaſy 
to the Apprehenſion of the weakeſt REA DPR, by reaſon 
that the Cauſes of Difficult BIRTHS are both different 
and numerous, I ſhall again reduce them to Two CLasS$s3 
namely, External and Internal: The External, I ſhall 
include in the next following Chapter ; but the Internal 
Cauſes, requiring a more Curious and Extenſive Dilud- 
dation, may (I hope) be pertinently divided into 3 
Threef:ld Difference ; viz. Cauſes of the Morhk, of 1 
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IxraxT, and of the Pass a oESs; which I propoſe to 
handle particularly, all in their due Order.

CHAP. IV. 


V Difficult BIRT HS, proceeding from Ex- 
ternal Cauſes. 


N all difficult Caſes, the Cuxs or Remedy chiefly de- 

pends upon the certain Knowledge of the Nature of 
the Caſe, and the Cauſe of the Difficulty : Since (accord- 
ing to Celſus *, that noble Roman Phyfician) it is not to 
be ſuppos'd that He ſhould know how to remedy Dif- 
eaſes, who knows not their Original Cauſes. 

FOR as in other Caſes, ſo alſo in MIIVIFERY, the 
Cauſe being known, the Difficulty is eaſily remov d; but 
eſpecially when it only proceeds from External Cauſes, 
it requires no great Arr, ſave only the MIDI IFE's 
particular Notice and diſcreet Animadverſion. 

AS, FIRST, for Inſtance, in Caſe of any Difficulty, 
occaſion'd by an Intemperature, or inclement Conſtitution 
of WRATHER and Air ; the more adverſe or inclement 
the WEATHER 1s, the more tender Care ought to be 
taken of the Labouring Noman: Namely, in Suuurn, 
when the Heat ſcorches ſo much as to diffipate the Vo- 
man's Strength, ſhe ought to LABZOUR in a Ground- 
Chamber backwards, which may be ſtrewed (for the 
Purpoſe) with Vine or Pillou-Leaves, Roſe-Water, and 
2 little Vinegar; as it is cuſtomary in hot Countries. 

IN WINTER, when the Cold pinches ſo as to condenſe 
and aſtringe the Woun and the Paſſages, ſhe ought to 
Lazour in an Upper-Room, kept moderately warm with 
one continued Fire; the MDE rubbing gently the 
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Hypogaſtrick and Iſchiatick Regions every now and then 
with hot Cloathes. : 

IN SpxixG and Farr, when parching dry Weatle; 
with North and Eaſt Winds moſt abound, the M11: 
WIFE ought not only to rub theſe Jnferiour Region; 


with hot Cloaths ; but alſo to qualify the Influences 


of the Siccid AIR, by anointing the Paſſages with proper 
Unguents. „ kn | : 
A Stconv External Cauſe may proceed from the 
Paſſions of the Will or Mind, as it often does from 
Fear and Deſpair, Dejection and Puſillanimity: In which 
Caſe, it is the MIDW IFE's Duty to encourage her 
Woman by the Hopes of a Speedy DELIVERY, and 
doing well under Gop's Bleſſing. When the Cauſe ariſes 
from Anger or Sorrow, theſe are to be aſſuaged by the re- 


peated Chriſtian Exhortations, and Friendly Admomitions of | 


the MipwirE and Gossips. When it comes from Pride 


and Obftinacy, as has. been the Caſe of ſome I/ 


Women; who (deeming themſelves too good, to be 
treated after the common Courſe of Mankind) have re- 
fuſed to undergo or permit the proper Means, abſolute- 
ly neceſſary for their own Relief; THIS ought to be 
ſeverely check'd by the Company, eſpecially by the zeare/? 
Friends; the Mipwirs (by proper Remonſtrances) con- 
vincing her to her Shame of her obſtinate Six. When 
it proceeds, in fine, from Baſhfulneſs or too ſtrict a 


Modeſty, ſhe may be jaſtly reprehended of Fully ; for 
no Woman of good SENSE (how Modeſt and Virtuous 


ſoever) will expoſe her own Life or her Ixraxr's to 
Danger, for the trifling Fancies or Caprices of her own 
vain Imagination, eſpecially in a Caſe where like things 
happen to All equally of Fleſh and Blood. 

BUT when it happens to proceed from the M. 
man's being ill- affected, or owing a private Grudge or 
Hatred to any in the Company, (as I once knew it to be 
the Cauſe of a difficult and lingring BIRTH) She ought 
to ſpeak her Mind freely, at leaſt to her MIDI/VIFE ; 
who ought to give the Perſon civil Notice to retire 
forthwith, for certain Reaſons, Tc. N 
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A TamnD External Cauſe of a difficult BIRT H may 
proceed from a wrong Poſition, or other finiſtrous Methods 
taken to aſſiſt the Woman : In which Caſe, ſuch Iucon- 
geniencies are to be alter'd, and better Meaſures prac- 
tis d; for thus the Cauſe being removed, the BIRTH 
difers in Nothing from That of the Natural Eaſy Caſe. 
WHENCE I come, in the next Place, to ſpeak 
of Difficult BIRTHS, proceeding from Internal Cauſes; 
and becauſe they are Threefold, as has been before ob- 


treating of Each in their due Order, as mentioned. :

N this (as in the former Caſe) the Mirz muſt 

uſe her moſt acute and niceſt Judgment, to find out 
* particular Cauſe of the Difficulty, Which being

I. IF She finds it ariſes from the Woman's being 
too Joung, or too Old, of her firſt Child, or too Lean at 
laſt ; ſhe is to anoint the Paſſages with proper Unguents, 
which ought to be done ſome time before, as well as in 
the Hour of LABOUR : When ſhe is likewiſe to employ 
her ſubtile Hand, in aſſiſting and augmenting the Dilata- 
tion of the Orifice ; as is requiſite alſo in Caſe of the 
Woman being too Fat or Groſs. | 1 

II. IF the Woman be too ſmall, ſhort, crooked, or miſ- 
ſpaped, not having a Breaſt ſtrong enough to forward and 
bear down her PAINS; or if ſhe be over tender, ſenſible, 
and apprehenſi ve of PAIN ; or too weak, and not able to 
contribute or aſſiſt by her own forcing Endeavonrs ; or 
ſſort-winded, and not capable to conſtrain her Spirits 
downwards: In all theſe Caſes ſhe is to be kept upright, 

| | or 


ſerved, I ſhall aſſign them as many reſpective Chapters, : 
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for the more free Reſpiration, as well as for encreaſing her 
PAINS, ſtanding or walking about the Room, according to 
her Hrength, being ſupported under her Arms, and not 
put to Bzp until at leaſt the W/ATERSare broke. But, 
in the mean Time, the weak and tender Woman ought 
to be now and then comforted and refreſhed with fre 
Joft Eggs, good Broths, Jellies, a little Wine and Tut, 
a little Mine and Water, or ſuch like convenient Things, 
as well as with the Hopes of a ſpeedy Derivery. 
III. WHEN the PAINS are not Natural or Ge- 
nuine; but Spurious, Faint and Languid ; or Shiftiag and 
Tergiverſant ; ſuch are to be aſſuaged by proper Leu 
tives and Anodynes; which being regularly done, the 
Genuine Pains may be excited by proper Clyſters, and di- 
vers other Means. But I would adviſe none to a 
Profuſe Uſe of MEDICINES in ſuch Caſes, ſince I well 
know that many a Woman has loſt her Life by 
uſing dolorifick Medicines, preſcribed by imprudent 
MIDI IVES, without conſidering, or ſo much as 
knowing the true Circumſtances of the Condition: 
Whereas in moſt Caſes, by the ingenious Motion of an 


Experienc d Hand only, the Paixs may be ſufficiently a- | 


waken'd, and the Bix TH ſafely promote. 
IV. WH E N the Difficulty proceeds from the De- 
bility of the Wows, or its Expulſive Faculty, not being 
able? or capable to Exclude the INFANT, becauſe of a 
more ſtrong and valid Retentive Power : In this Cu- 
dition, if there be no evident External Cauſe to be ob- 
viated, it depends chiefly upon the Subtile Hand of the 
MIDWIFE, to aſſiſt the Wows in its Function; and 
otherways the PATIENT is only to be treated as in 
the Caſe of the weak and tender Woman above-men- 
1 1 
V. WHEN the Woman is taken with any Acute Diſ- 


eaſe, the BIRTH isto be prompted by all ſafe Means ; and 
if a Natural DELIVERY does not preſently ſucceed, an 


Artificial one muſt (without Loſs of Time) be under- 


raken. As in the Caſe of immoderate and continual | 


Fleodings, with concomitant Convulfions, which always 
| procee 
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proceed from the Separation of the SECUNDINE (ei- 
ther in whole or in part) from the Woms, and happen 
many different ways, as already mentioned at large f. 

IN theſe Caſes, eſpecially if the Szcuxpine is found (by 
the Touch) at the Orifice, there is no Hope of Stopping 
them by any other Means, than by delivering the Wo- 
wax; Which now the ſooner done, the better (for ſaving 
two Lives) and that whether at full time of Reckoning 
or not. But this Operation, J conceive, is to be moſt diſ- 
creetly Undertaken in the manner following, vix. 

IHE Woman is to be placed in Bp, with the Upper 
and Lower Part of her Body almoſt equal, then the 
Miwire is gently and gradually to introduce her 
Fingers into the Orifice, dilating it cautiouſly with one or 
wo, until ſhe can enter them Al; when opening the 
Matrix by Degrees, ſhe gets in her Mole Hand, and 
thereby firſt carefully tears the Membrane with her Nails, 
if the //ATERS are not previouſly broke: Then ſhe 
puts her Hand in the ſame Membrane to the Inrant's 
Feet, ſeeking them in their Place, where they are to be 
found, when they don't preſent themſelves at Firſt : 
Becauſe, the Hold by the FEET being Better, it is more 
eaſy to deliver by Them, in this Caſe, than by the HEAD, 
or any other Part. After this the FEET being found, 
the Chil p is eaſily turn'd, as long as the Wouz is looſe 
and ſlippery, and the Humours not quite flown off; which 
being nicely done, the FEET are to be drawn out 
both together, if poſſible; but if otherways, they muſt be 
drawn down ſeparately, with great Caution: And fo 
being conjoin'd or held faſt together, they are to be 
drawn forward with one Hand, whilſt the other is cir- 
cumſpectly thruſt towards the Knees or Buttocks of the 
Chirp, in order thereby to turn alſo the whole 
Body of the IN ANA, ſo that its Face, Belly, and Toes 
may tend downwards towards the RECTUM. 

IN this Poſture the Cłulp may be gently and gradually 
extracted wirh Eaſe ; next the SECUNDINE mult be

and conſequently the FLUX ceaſes, together with al 
the concomitant SYMPTOMS.

B U it is to be well remembred, that this Opera- 
ion ought to be timely perform'd ; that is, before the 
Woman has loſt too much Blood, or is too much ſpent; 
in which Condition ſuch a painful Attempt would but 
accelerate her Death. As to her Regimen next, upon 
this melancholy Occaſion, She muſt be duly provided 
for before-hand, that ſhe may be able to undergo and 
ſtand out ſuch an extream difficult DELIVERY; and 
afterwards, that ſhe may recruit her Spirits, and retrieve 
her exhauſted Strength: For which Purpoſes, ſhe 
ought to be ſupplied from time to time with ſome 


good Broths, Fellys, and a little generous Mine, ſmelling 


continually Roſe-Vinegar, and applying repeated warm 


Tiaſts dipt in Wine (in which Cinnamon has been infus'd 


or boil'd) to the Region of her HART, as alſo Napkin 
dipt in a Mixture of Water and Vinegar about her 
Reins, in order for turning the Curſe of the Flux. 
THESE Things being all duly and artfully per- 
form'd, the Parienr (under God) will ſoon recover 
and be in Statu quo. Now Theſe, in ſhort, are all the 


principal and moſt common Cauſes of difficult Births 


proceeding from the part of the MorTuzs ; which being 
thus diſcuſſed with all Brevity, I go on to

NOW this Condition the Mipwirz can no other- 


ways diſtinguiſh or diſcover, but by the Touch; and 


when the one is more forward than the other, tis not to 
be done or known, until ſhe has even touch'd the very 
Fund of the Woms : Becauſe ſometimes it ſo happens, 
that One Clip has its Hands and Feet ſo intermix'd, 
that whatever way She turns her Hand, ſhe finds Legs 


or Arms, Hands or Feet, which often deceives Mipwivss, 


believing there are TNS. But in this perplex'd 
Caſe the moſt ſure and only certain Sign, is, when ſhe 
feels rwoHeads or two Backs; for then ſhe cannot be Miſ- 
taken, ſince one Body cannot have two Heads, unleſs it 
be a Mods TER, which may be ſoon diſcover'd by feel- 
ing if the double Head be fix'd to one and the ſame Body. 
BUT in the Caſe of TN or more Children (as long 
as they come right) the DeLivexy is perform'd, as if 


the Woman had but Orr, in the Natural Caſe already 


Stated ; ſo that I ſhall repeat or recapitulate Nothing 
of what I have ſaid, only that the ArTrER-BIR TH, or 
Big rs are not to be tonch'd, until all the CHILDREN 
are Born: Upon which drawing gently the Navel 
Strings (in their Turns) with the Oze Hand, the Other 
brings them forth eaſily and orderly ; as is ſet forth 
more fully in Ster.

upon Nature is to be aſſiſted in this weak Condition by 
all convenient Means, whereof THAT of the Agile or 
Nimble Hand is the moſt effe&tual. 

A 'THIRD adiffcul: BIRTH may proceed from the 
Inrant's being too Big; In which Place I muſt 
previouſly apprize the READER, that I no ways mean 
a MONSTER or Hydropical CHILD, but only One ful) 
well, or Big-grown, which is only reeckon'd too Big in 


regard of the Maternal Paſſages, which may be too 
&nall in Proportion. 


IN this Caſe, there is an abſolute Neceſſity for Ma- 
aual: Aſjiſtance, ſince the PAINS (however penetrating 
or forcible) cannot effect the Vor. But and if the 


ANT is fallen down (well turn'd) into the PeLy1s, 


the Mipwirk uſing her beſt and moſt skilful Endeavours 
to dilate the Paſſages below near the Os Coccrois, the 
CH1LD may be eaſily brought forth (without any dan- 
gerous Iuſtrument) by her dextrous Hand only accom- 
pliſhing the Horb. In the mean Time, however, it 15 
to be minded always, that Zhis is ſtill more ſafely and

I may well ſay exhauſted, or 
worn-out 3 This being too evident, from the vaſt Num- 
ber of moſt. beautiful Y/umer, who, by this ill-manag'd 
Condition, (notwithſtanding they have all along here- 
tofore, enjoy d a good State of Health, together with 
the Affiuence of other Worldly Bleſſings) have been more 
dejected and broken both in Complexion and Conſtitution, 
after one or tuo BIRTHS, than ſome others (judiciouſl 

and expertly delivered) have been after Twenty : Such 
is the great Difference betwixt the anskilful Hands or 
Onduct of common Mipwives, and thoſe Dextrous 
Touchs or ingenious Operations of the more judicious 
Andro=Boethogynifts, Whence I come in Courſe to 
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| Of Difficult BIRTHS, preceeding from Cauſes 


of the Bones of the ELVIS. 


HE RrADFER may eaſily conceive, by the way, 
that theſe are neither to be made bigger or leſſer by 
Aar; notwithſtanding which, by uſing them Stilfully,, 
and treating them Judiciouſiy, many a Difficult BIRT H 
may not only be prevented, but alſo many a LIFE 
laved, as will manifeſtly appear from what follows. 
NOW the Bones, upon which the Succeſs of the 
DIRTH chiefly depends, are the Os Coccrols, and the 
Point of the Sacxum 3 which ſometimes bend too much 
warde, and thereby obſtruct and render the Passacs 


again, 


ſo narrow, that no BIRTH can poſſibly ſuceeed. And 
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again, It ſometimes happens, that the INFANT falling 
down into the P ELVIS, and preſenting itſelf Heag-

CYGIS :* As it alſo ſometimes falls out, that the Shoulders 
ſtick faſt againſt the Edge of theſe Boxzs ; or the Bu-

THESE Misfortunes may proceed from Either of 
theſe two different Cauſes ; viz. Either from the Groſſne(s 
or large Size of theſe Parts of the Inrant, or from 
the Narrowneſs of the P ELVIS, occaſion'd by an il 
Poſition of its Bones, particularly of the Os Coccycis; 


which Bone when the Head cannot make it yield or 


move, neither can it then poſſibly reach the Orifice of | 
the Wows, to dilate it ſufficiently : And, in ſhort, if 
the Head cannot effect this eſſential Point, much leſs can 


the Buttocks, or any other Part be ſuppoſed capable of

BUT in all the above-mentioned Caſes, I am ſenſi- 
ble, that moſt MIDI E & (not knowing better) 
aſcribe'the whole Difficulty to the Orifice of the Wow 
and the Vacina ; upon which they ignorantly fall a- 
rearing and dilating both the One and the Other, (never 


_ minding the Point of the Sackum) ; and finding theſe 


Orifices but little open d, notwithſtanding the frequent 
Repetition of very ſevere PAINS, they imagine that 
their ſubſtantial Hardneſs or Thickneſs is the only Cavs : 
So that therefore (without regarding any adjacent Part) 
they go on violently dilacerating ſometimes the Mouth 


of the Wous, and ſometimes That of the PRIVITIES, 


(as 1 have found it by Experience) quite to the Rxcrux. 
For ſuch is their Stupidity in this Condition of LIE (as 
Daventer well obſerves) that whilſt they thus tear and 
rend the Woman to Pieces in a manner, they allow her 
to ſit over and above with the Point of the Os Sackuu, 
upon her Seat or Bed; or in ſome other wrong 


Poſture, which fo preſſes and confines the Os Coccrois 


at the ſame Time, that neither of theſe can move:

IN ſhort, the True Method of Delivering and help- 

ing the Woman conveniently, in the different Conditions 

contain'd in this Chapter, depends entirely upon re- 

teling or thruſting back the Point of the Os Sacxun, 

together with the Os Coccrois. I ſay (therefore) the 
whole Point of the Os Sacxum, and that Heſhy Part 
lying about it, is to be thruſt back and dilated, . ſo that 
the Paſſage may be ſufficiently opened for the IN ANT 
to paſs through; which patent Dilatation is to be pro- 

moted by preſſing alſo back the Os Coccreis. Now theſe 

Things, in ſhort, may be all done cautiouſly without 
creating any intenſe Pain, or the leaſt Damage ; and

muſt add, that, after placing the PATIENT in the 
moſt convenient Poſture for a OMAN in Labour, 
as before fully enjoind f, I would direct Her to 
be ſupported by two Women, and mov'd ſo far off 
the Bzy or Coucn, that-the. Point of the Os Sacruy 


may be free to yield or give way backwards,. without 


any the leaſt bnpediment : Then I would paſs my whole

BIRTH, becaule of the Body's vending backwards, | 
IN this difficult Caſe, the attentive MIDWIFE 
places her M/oman conveniently, as ſoon as the Waters 
have flow'd, and ſliding her Hand into the Woms, re- 
moves the String, and endeavours to bring the HEAD 
forwards into the PASSAGE ; which ſhe eaſily per- 
forms, as long as the IN FAN r is ſuſpended on high, and 
its Back not too much bent, by putting- in her Hand 
gently up to the hinder Part of the CHILD's Head, at- 
tracting it gradually downwards. But if in this Condition 


the BIRTH be fallen too far down, it is more adviſeable 


firſt to attract the FEET conſiderately. + | 

I ſay confiderately, becauſe it is not ſufficient to pe- 
netrate with the Hand to the FEET ; which however 
yer, in this Poſture is pretty difficult: But alſo to knaw. 
exactly in what manner they are to be drawn down ; 
ſince it is no indifferent Matter to underſtand how that 


is to be rightly perform'd with Succeſs. Wherefore I 


ſhall in this place take upon me to ſer forth two different 
Ways of Turaing the INFANT in this Coudition 3, vize

I would put my Right Hand up along the Belly to 
either Ton, or Knxx, having at the ſame time a 
thin Bandage doubled and dipp'd in Oil, upon my Fi- 
gers Ends, in order to be put about the Kx ER, that I 
may attract it gently thereby; which I would draw out 
again by the Right Hand, whilſt my Left holds the Ends 
of the Bandage, that they may not move out of their 
Place: Then I would take the Extremities of the Ban- 
dage in my Right Hand, attracting it ſoftly thereby, 
whilſt I paſs up my Let finto the Wouz, to thruſt the 
CHILD's Belly upwards. By which ingenious and regular 
Means, I think, Dr. Daventer firſt moved the upper Part 
of the Body upwards, and the Feer downwards, becauſe

Now theſe, in ſhort, are the only ſafe, and proper Me- 
thods to be taken in this preſent Caſe, or nice Conjuncture; 
by all other inconſiderate and temerarious 


becauſe, 
Means, the INFANT's Loixs may be twifted, its Hiss 
or Knets disjointed, its FER Jamed, and itſelf at laſt 
quite loſt or deſtroy'd. e 

IN like manner it happens not very feldom, that 
the INFANT comes with its Back forwards into the 
Paſſage-; and in this Poſture the NAvkl-SrTRIxG falls

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behind: Thus I would bring down one KNEE to the 
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commonly down there, ſo that beſides itſelf, nothing 
elſe is to be felt by the Touch: In this Caſe, the Mip- 
wIFE is to obſerve well the FLoopinG; immediately up-

BU T again ſometimes, the BIRTH lies alſo Tranſ- 
verſe, or a-croſs the Won; in which dangerous Caſe, 
I confeſs the MDE cannot well perceive, ſo as to 
diſtinguiſh Matters by the Touch, before Flooding : 
Becauſe the INFANT (ſwimming in the Waters) is as 
yet ſeated high, and then moving its Harps and FEET 
rariouſly, ſhe ſometimes feels one, and ſometimes another 
Member at the Orifice ; or, one Moment ſhe finds Some- 
thing, and another Nothing at all there. However, in 
fine, ſhe may perceive the Humours molt commonly com- 
reſſed into an acuminated or oblong Form. ; 

WHEREFORE in this difficult Preternatural 
Condition, the MIDIVIFE ought primarily and chiefly 
to conſider and diſcover the Poſture of the W om s, 
whether it be direct or oblique ; ſince according to Thar 
{be muſt proceed in aſſiſting her H/oman with true Diſ- 
cretion. As for Example, if ſhe finds it in a ſtreight or 
natural State, and the Waters ſufficiently exuberant, 
extended Jengthways, &c. as atoreſaid, She muſt, with- 
out Loſs of Time, break the MEMBRANE, and pre- 
ſently, removing all Inpediments of HAND, FOOT, or 
NAVEL-STRING, judiciouſly direct the HEAD into 
the Paſſage ; which may be very eaſily and ſafely done 
immediately upon the FLooping. Whereas if this Me- 
od be delay*d, or not taken in due Time, and conſe- 
quently the HANDS (as the readieſt) preſent them-

mutual Aſſiſtances concurring, I never yet fail'd ; nei- 
ther will any Perſons who faithfully and ingenioul]y 
follow this Method, in comfortably helping the Woman up- 
on ſuch an Occaſion, by drawing the CHILD cautioully 
downwards, with whatſoever judicious Force : I mean 
not downwards, according to the Woman's LENOTEH, but 


- downwards towards the ſtrait Gut. And as I every Mo- 


ment inſinuate to the MOTHER, that her: BAEDes 
Life depends entirely upon her vigorous confederate 
Lazouk ; ſo ſhe mutually concurring with me, in en- 
deavouring to do our Beſt, the Acrippa INFANT is 
preſently brought forth to the great Satisfaction of Buth. 
BY theſe Means and Methods, we prevent the Trazi-

Submiſſion, not only to affirm a quite contrary Opinion, 
bur alſo to lay down a directly oppoſite Maxim: Name- 
ly, that the moſt difficult and dangerous Preternatural 
BIRTHS proceed merely from the ill Situation of the 
Woms ; which I take to be the moſt common Cauſe of 
the Chirp's wrong Poſture. The Truth of which 
I hope to make evidently appear, to all ſuch, who 
know and will conſider, that this Noble Part is no lel; 
ſubject to various Accidents and different Diſeaſes, than 
the Reſt of the Bopr; which ſpringing from divers 
Sources, may rationally be ſuppos'd to occaſion Preter- 
natural BIRTHS, and thoſe more or leſs dangerous, ac- 

_ cording to the Nature of the Erxiciext :. as for Inſtance, 
IN Caſe of an Juflammation, Exulceration, Putrefaction, 

or the Woms's being Schirrons, Callous, or Hard; affected 
with a Carcixoma or Cancer; an obdurated Gland, Ci- 
catiix, or any carnous Excreſcence ; or in Caſe of the 
Wows's being Dry and Rigid, and the Orifice's being 
Hard and Thick, as commonly happens to Women is 
Tears, eſpecially of their Firſt CHILD; I fay, from 
either of theſe, or any ſuch like Cauſe:, a Preternatural 
BIRTH may enſue, and that even tho? the PrLVIs and 
Pass be larger, but much more if thoſe be narrowe",

I. IN the Larger Prrvis, the greateſt Difficulty of 
this P1RTH proceeds from too great a Deſcent of the

Wows 3 Which relaxes the Ligaments and Fibres of the 
Vagina, and ſo much deprefles the Bladder, that an 
licentinency of URINE prelently follows, which in this

where the P MipwirE will find the due Method 
of preventing ſuch growing Miſchiefs, and of opening 
the Orifice of the Woms both ſafely and readily, and 
conſequently Delivering her Woman more eaſily and ex- 
peditiouſly, with good Succeſs as well as Security.

And which I muſt (for this Reaſon) recommend 
once more to all Careful MIDI/IVES, as the beſt and 
moſt effect ual ME THñOD of performing this happy Aper- 
tion. | , | | 
FROM what is ſaid here therefore, we may now 
conclude, that a great Variety of Cauvsts may ſubject 
the Woms to a Diverſity of AccinexnTts, and thoſe of 
ſundry Degrees, which may more or leſs affect its Mo- 
tion and Situation, as already ſet forth *._ 

AND hence it is that we have ſo many Degrees of 
Preternatural BIRT HS on Part of the Woms, All which 
to enumerate particularly in this Place, would be a 
Work as Superfluous as Tedious : wherefore, to be brief, 
I ſhall here alſo reduce them to the Four following, 
(as before mentionen, Szcr. IV. Chap. 13.) viz. Preter-

TN ſpeaking to this critical Point, I ſhall ff give 
the Reaſon ef ſuch a BIRTH, occaſion'd by this 
Poſition; to wit, The WOMB hanging much forwards, 
eſpecially in Women carrying it too low in the Azpo- 
MEN, the INFANT (betwixt the Pains) muſt needs be 
forced upon the Os Sackum, or the VERTEBR& bend- 
ing inwards; which ſtops the Heap that it cannot con- 
veniently or without Obſtruction fall into the PETvis. 
HOWEVER, in this Condition we ſuppoſe the 
INFANT to be well turn'd, IJ mearr (both here and elſe- 
where) well turn'd in reſpect of the WOMB, with the 
Crown of the Heap lying againſt the Orifice ; than which 
nothing can be more Right or Natural in regard of the 
WOMB itſelf, nor more Wrong and Preternatural in re- 
ſpe& of the PELVIS and Vagina of the W/OMPB, in 
this forward Situation: Becauſe by reaſon of this Poſture,

BUT now ſuppoſing; after all, the MIDIVIFE to 


be certain that the Won hanging too much forwards, in a 
prominent BEIIT bearing pretty much out, is deeper 
depreſſed than it ought to be; She is obliged then in 


this Circumſtance to conſider accordingly how to correct 
this Preternatural Situation, and aſſiſt both the Motaer 


and Inrant for the beſt : To which End, She ought 


Fmsv to endeavour that the HAD may fall down into 
the PELv1s, even to the bending of the Os Coccrois 3 
and then, SzconDLY, She is thence to advance the Hzap 
gradually, that the Excluſion of the CHILD may be ex- 
pedited and intirely perfected at laſt, 

NOW in order that the Hzap, together with the 
Orifice of the Woms, may be ſo diſcreetly brought For- 
wards into the PeLvis, the Moman is to be placed with 
the upper part of her Body lower than the inferiour ; I mean, 


with Head and Shoulders bending downwards, and the 


Buttocks upwards; by which Means, the Bottom of the 
Wows is elevated, and gives the Orifice an Opportu- 
nity of being brought more eaſily into the PELv1s. 


= THEN 
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IHE N the parturient Woman being ſo placed, the 

IDIVIFE (uſing both Hands) ought, to clear the 
Woms, together with the Head of the Iyrant, by put- 
ting the one up, as far as there's occaſion, into the 
Vacixa, and laying the other upon the Womar's Briiy; 
in manner following: viz. — oa, 


THE Hand in the VAGINA is (by having two or | 


three of its Fingers Ends extended to the upper Border 
of the Orifice of the Wo) to move it a little beyond 
the Head of the CHILD, and to direct it into the Mouth 
of the PzLvis, ſo that it may fall the more readily 
down into the deſign'd Place. But in this critical 
Juncture the MIDVVIFE muſt always take ſpecial Care 
not to ſqueeze or preſs the Top of the Hear too much, 
nor to handle it too hard, leſt She ſhould thereby wound, 
if not alſo xi the Inraxt. 1 
AGAIN the Buſineſs of the other Hand, uſed ex- 
ternally, is to drive back the Woms, by preſſing the 
Abdomen ; which muſt be perform'd allo with great 
Caution and Judgement, not by drawing the * 
from above downwards, but preſſing as much as the Mo- 
man can bear it, from below upwards; fo that (if poſſi- 
ble) the Wou may be thereby reſapin d or turn'd back- 
wards. Minding always, by the way, that 
THIS Preſſure of the Won is not to be attempt- 


ed, before the one Hand is firſt conveniently placed 


within. But if all This Menage ſhould not yet ſucceed 
the firſt time according to Wiſh, then it may be ately 
repeated again by turns ſo often, until the MIDIVIFE 
feels the Crown of the HAD; that is to ſay, till He 
feels the Borders of the Orifice quite round about Vang- 
ang over the Entrance of the PRI vis. Upon which happy 
Diſcovery, ſhe may with reaſon rejoice in her Labour, 
and be heartily glad of her good Succeſs : Becauſe now 
the Force of good depreſſing Pains only will effectually 


perfect the Work, _ 


BU'T before Matters are happily brought this pre- 


pared Length, the bearing Woman is upon no account 
ro begin her LABOUR ; ſince That would not only be 


n 
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in van, and other ways debilitate the Strength of her 
Body 3 but alſo be of great Hindrance to the Mibwirz 
(to whom all the LABOUR hitherto belongs) who, as 
ſhe feels the PAIN growing and ruſhing in upon the 
Woman, before their proper Time, ought to charge 
her ſtrictly, to forbear working along with them, and 
as much as poſſible to abſtain from any co-operating 
Depreſſion, And in fine, as the MIDIVIFE by having her 
Hwmd diligently apply'd to the Orifice of the Wolz, by 
ſtrict Attention, may moſt commonly obſerve, and pre- 
viouſly 'diſcern the approaching PAINS, before rhe 
Patient P/oman herſelf can be ſenſible of them: So 
ſhe ought alfo for her own helping Part, ex Officio, to be 
quiet and attempt nothing till Then, but take her con- 
venient Opportunities, always as ſoon as the PAINS 
are over. | . 
THUS by ſeaſonably lending NATruxE an artificial 
helping Hand, Bor jointly may eaſily effect, what neithar 
can do ſeparately : For as it ſometimes happens, that the 
MIDWIFE ought to ceaſe, while ſhe perceives (by the 
Palxs) that Nature is a working, and therefore ought to 
work only when the PAINS are paſt ; ſo it allo falls 
out often, upon other Occaſions, that ſhe is to work 
along with the PAINS, and when thoſe are paſt, to 
ceaſe. And thus, in fine, according to different Circum- 
fances, the diſcreet MIDWIFE knows always the 
NetproLt, what's to be done, or let alone. | 
B U F in this Place, I doubt not, many MID+- 
WIVES will object, and ſay, How is it poſſible for Us 
to perceive the PAINS coming on before the parturient 
Woman herſelf? To which I ingenuoufly anſwer, thar 
This alfo is one of the many Advantages of the Touch; 
ſince by That, I can preſently feel a kind of ſabtile Mo- 
tion, Contraction, or Compreſſion beginning in the Orifece 
of the Wong; which is only obſervable as the Muſcles 
are affected with a New Senſe, excited by a New Influx 
of the Spikrrs; occaſioning a New Fierce or' Impreſſion 
upon the Wome, which we commonly call a Pax: 
So that, in ſhort, by diſtinguiſhing this Motien from 
3 Mn. others, 
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others, I am always able to foretell or advile the Wim 
of what 1s a-coming, and to admoniſh her.accordingly 


of her bounden Dury, as the Caſe requires. 


MATTERS now being fairly brought thus far, 
that the Orifice and the HAD begin to ſlide down into 


the PELVIS; the MIDIVIEE is at this Time to ſtudy 


how to ſuccour and aſſiſt the CHILD, by rendring its 
Paſſage eaſy. In order to which, ſþe mult firſt obſerve 


to raiſe the wpper Part of the Woman's Body a little, 
and give her ſome ſhort Reſpite, before ſhe offers to bring 
the Orifice into the PELVIS ; becauſe the Poſture above- 


directed, occaſions conſiderable Pain as well as great 
Inconveniency: Which being done, the Woman for 
the future is to ſympathize with every PAIN, and La- 
bour as much as poſſible, co-operating mucually with 
them; fince now the Pains (by the Aſſiſtance of the 
Hrar) begin to open the Orifice, and gradually force 
the IN FAN forward to its Birth. „ 
_ HOWEVER yet the MIDI/IFE ought in this 
Caſe, to be very careſul in ſuſtaining, and nice in 


keeping up the Orifice of the Wows, leſt it ſhould fal | 


down together with the Vertex or Crown of the HEAD 


into the Sinus Sacri ; which is a Point ſo curious and 


critical, tho' an Accident too common, that I dare well 
ſay, not one in Fifty Practitioners in WIDIPIFERY un- 
derſtands it thoreughly ; otherways I am confident, and 
morally certain, that many fine Women would have been 


living Monuments of their Ingenuity, who are at this day 
only the Dead Remains of their Ignorance. 


THIS I think is paſt all Contradictien, when we 
conſider, how ſome Practiſers ſacrifice the Ixxaxr, firſt 
by opening, and (as they call it) braining the HEAD, 


and then by drawing it forth with their Iaſtrument 


call'd FORCEPS : How others alſo eſteem themſelves 


Maſters of the greateſt 4ARCANUM, boaſting that 


they can, without ſo much as braining the HEAD, 


extract the INFANT by their 7% call'd an 
_ EDUCTOR:: How a Third Set again pretending them- 
ſelves to be the only genuine Sous of Apollo, come

x UPON this grand Affair of Life and Death, 
N the Deſidious and Capricious MDMIEE cries at 
length, Gop knows I have taken all the Pains and 
Care I could, but to no Purpoſe, for this or that tri- 
fling Reaſon, falſely alledged. The SURGEOMN (if he 
don't pretend the CHILD to be already Dead) ſays, 
Come, it is better to diſpenſe with one Life than Tuo; 
One muſt go, &c. In conſequence of which, he pre- 
pares his FORCEPS, EDUCTOR, KNIVES, HOOKS, 
&c. to draw out the INFANT Dead, or Alive, 
Whole or in Pieces, by ſuch difingenuous and barbarous 
Means to ſave the MOTHER. Thus behold the ex- 
cellent Art of MIDWIFERY ignorantly perverted ! 
O Deplorable Woman! O Miſerable Babe! How 
much abuſed! when there is no other Mean left to 
reſcue the tender Life of the poor Mother, but by the 
maſſacrous Death of her deareſt CHILD ! This Caſe 
indeed would be very Melancholy, but Glory be to GOD 
who has neither left the One nor the Other to periſh 
at this untimely or inhuman Rate, excepting it be 
by Ignorance, or Wilfulneſs, &c. as aforeſaid : No, on the 
contrary he has provided an EXPEDIENT for every 
Extremity, and a REMEDY for every Malady, as in 
| TB the preſent Caſe will appear farther by what follows, 
THAT ſuch Tragical Events may be prudently 
prevented, I uſe my conſtant and unwearied Endea- 
rours to ſuſtain the Orifice, that it may not come below 
its proper Place; and that having clear'd the HEAD 
& the NOB, I may only bring it alone down 3. 
„„ _— ” which 
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which I can much more eaſily do, than if it was co- 
ver d about with the Won, ſticking faſt (as abore) 
in the SINUS SACRI. And ſuppoſing the MEM. 
RRANE to preſs ſtrongly inſtead of the Hzap, I treat 
it all one as if it was the Han, taking always Care 
not to break it, tho* the forming of the WATERS is 
not to be obſtructed ; for which Cauſe, I upon all 
Occaſions ſtretch out my Fingers wide, applying them 
only to the Edges of the Orifice, not to the Membraue 
And this I continue doing, until the MEMBRANE 
ſpontaneouſly breaks ; upon which I manage the Hrav 
as aforeſaid.

THUS the Infant HEAD being excluded with the 
Crown foremoſt, there is no more Occaſion to be at any 
Pains in keeping-up the Orifice; wherefore I now ſuffer 
it, together with the HEAD, to fall down paſt the 
Bending of the OS SACRUM ; which now alſo, the 
major Part of it being bare, more eaſily happens, than 
it poſſibly could whilſt it was cover'd with the Orifice, 
Upon this, that the Chir p may be farther relieved and 
brought out, I now again make uſe of both Hands, 
the one inwardly, the other outwardly, as before: But 
as the Condition is now much alter'd from what it was 
at that time, I at preſent proceed after a quite different 
Manner, and work along with the Pains, reſting only as 
their Force ceaſes : For thus I not only obſerve the Paixs 
my ſelf, but alſo at the ſame time encourage my Woman 
to Labour, and to perſiſt in her LABOUR with all her 
Strength; and by Turns, as the PAINS come on, to 
con join their Force with her own and my mutual Ex- 
deavours, in the manner following: namely, 

HAVING One Hand in the Vagina, with its Back 
turn'd towards the Recruy, I thruſt very cautioully 
the Points of my Fingers as far as I can under the 
HEAD, where I'hold that Hand conſtantly, until the 
PAIN comes on; laying the other Hand upon the 
Belly, about that Part where the Bottom of the Wows 
lies; Then as I perceive the PAINS come on, I 
begin to work with both Hands; to wit, by perth 
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* the internal Hand gently downwards, againſt the Point 
) of the SACRUM to remove it back out of the way; 
2 whilſt by the external Hand, I gently raiſe the Won 
. into a reſupine Poſture, preſſing it alſo ſoftly downwards - 
e I mean ſoftly in Proportion (howſoever) to the Force of 
0 the PAIN: for as it gradually encreaſes, and more and 
l more excites ſtrong LABOR; ſo I alſo by degrees preſs 
n dun more ſtrongl) TENT 

: HOWEVER yet the External Depreſſion ought 
Z always to be Moderate, as the Internal ought to be Strong 
) and Vigorous : Whereupon Matters being carefully well 
obſerv'd, (as laid down in Chap. 9.) no MIDWIFE 
needs be afraid of hurting her Patient Woman in the 
leaſt ; no rather, on the contrary, the more Strength I 
uſe now, the more grateful and agreeable I prove to 
Her being thus circumſtantiated. And, in fine, the ap- 
per Part of the CHILD's Body being once paſt that 
Sinous Bending above, it preſently breaks out all toge- 
ther, and comes away ſo happily into the World. Af- 
ter. which the MIDI/IFE is only farther to behave 
herſelf with reſpe& to both the MorhEx and the Cnitp, 
as in the Natural Caſe *, carefully cleanſing, reſtoring, 
contracting, and ſhutting the Wong as Before. In a 
Word, with ſo great Succeſs at laſt the BIRTH is ac- 
compliſhed, provided theſe Precepts be carefully and 
timely obſerved. erg To JG on 
BUT that the Ingenious may be at no Loſs in this 
momentous Affair upon any Occaſion, we ſhall now 
particularly fate the Cask, in which the ordinary M1p- 
WIFE has thro* Ignorance or Negligence, let Matters come 
ſo far, that the acuminated or lower Part of the Wows is 
fallen into the PEL Vis; and the Orifice, together with 
the Heap, is broken thro? into the crooked Sinus of the 
Os Sackuu, and is fixed-up there; that the MEMBRANE 
is broke ; that the Irfant's Heap is but a ſittle bare; 
that the poor Moman (after the Fatigues of a ſtrong or 
lng Travail) is quite ſpent and tired; and finally, that 
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all theſe Things have happen d before the extraordinary 
MIDWIFE is perhaps ſent for, or at leaſt before He 
can conveniently be with the Woman. 

IN this Pitiful Caſe, the Heap being yet but a little 
bared, and ſticking faſt in the Sinus of the Qs Coccyc 
(as aboveſaid) the CHILD cannot poſſibly make any 
Impreſſion upon the Orifice, ſo as to open it ; and there- 

fore the Situation of the Wowms is to be alter'd : In or- 
der to which, I firſt place the Woman on a commodious 
Seat adapted to the Purpoſe, ſuch as upon a Pallet, or 
Low Bed, or ſome Pillows laid on the Ground ; that ſhe 
may lie with her Face downwards upon her Knees, with | 
her Head low; her Arms being ſupported with ſo many 
Pillows as are requiſite to ſuſtain her Body (leaning upon 
them) without moving DSL 00716940 
NO W I doubt not but ſome People will think this 
a ftrange helpleſs Poſture ; but as ſtrange as it is, it is cer- 
tainly the moſt ¶ectual, and the abſolute beſt One, which 
can be devis'd for the Woman's deſir'd Relief in this 
deſperate Condition: For by the Help and Means of it, 
the Wows is carried down into the /oweſt Part of the 
Belly, through its own Weight only; and\conſequently 
releaſes itſelf out of the foremention'd crooked S1xvs; 
which that it may the ſooner and more commodioully 
do, I put my Fingers into the VAGINA behind, be- 
twixt the Rxcrpu and the Heap of the Infant, where 
I preſs down the Wows, till the Orifice is fo far forced 
. back, that there is Room enough to hold it up, in order 
that it may. not relapſe ; and alſo that there may be 
Room for the Heap to be depreſſed into, and open the 
Orifice. Thus the Won and the CHILD being at laſt 
Forced ſo far back, by an expert Hand, the BIRTH may 
be ſucceſsfully perfected by the above-preſcrib'd Mears 
and Method; provided always that the VMoman has ſul- 
, ficient Strength and PAINS to carry her through the 
fatiguing Tryal. "Rn an 99 805 
BUT we will now ſuppoſe, for better Inſtruction- 
ſake, her Strength to be quite ſpent, and the PAINS 
to be deficient ; in this CA s E the happy ſue of the 
LF Z | TY : i». BIRTH 
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BIRTH is moſt dubious; but however, then J place the 


Vinan again as before, and depreſs the Woms as much 


as I can, until I reduce the Orifice farther up into the 
larger Space of the PELVIS, that I may the more con- 
reniently open it by the Help of an inward Hand; and 
by that alſo moving aſide the Child's Hrap, I then ſeek 
for, until I find, the Fzer ; which, upon the Inraxt's 
being right turn'd, with its Tors downwards towards 
the Mother's Rectum, I bring into the Paſſage. Now 
the FeeT being thus in the Paſſage, the Woman needs 
not lie any longer in the aboveſaid Poſture ; but, turn- 
ing herſelf, may now lie with her Fack upwards : When 
] alſo give her previous Notice to prepare herſelf to de- 
preſs vigoroully ; I mean as much as ſhe can poſſibly, 
when occaſion requires. „ h 
IN the Interim, holding the Fezr all the while with 
my internal Hand, I attract them gently outwards, until 
the Bu rroc ks and the BBIIT V are excluded: Then 
taking faſt hold of the CHILD by one Hand under the 
BrLLY, and the other upon its Back ; I adviſe the good 
Woman, in Caſe ſhe feels no PAIN, to behave herſelf 
as if the PAINS were moſt preſſing upon Her, and to 
contribute by forcing downrards what lies in her Power; 
whilſt I continually attract, and gently draw the Ix PANT 
towards me, until by this diſcreet Management the 
Hzap is totally excluded, together with the Arms in- 
to the World. And thus at length the Diſtreſſed Woman 
may be happily delivered in all theſe different Caſes, 
and difficult Conditions of Life. Whence I come to 
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inclining backwards. 


XPERIENCE teaches us, that the Won 7 
may be alſo too much reſupin* d; or tending with 
its Bottom backwards, may be preſſed too much towards 
the Spixs : So that i its Orifice is not only raiſed 700 high 
in the Berry, — is alſo ſo obliquely ſeated, that it no 
more anſwers to the V/AGINA in a right Line, varying 


more or leſs, according to the Proportion of this Ten- 


dency to the Back-Boxe. 


FROM this Poſture of the Wong now, it od 


rily follows, that the Heap (tho' never ſo well turned) 
falls upon, and is violently forced againſt the Ossa 
Puzis; where the tender Heap: ſticking, often happens 
by its own Struggles and the Mother's PAINS, to be 


grievouſly {queez'd and gradually cruſh'd, ſo chat, un- 


til it is removed and brought into the PEL VI 5 the 


Voman can by no means bring forth her INFANT, | 


| Wherefore the diligent and careful MIDIWIFE muſt 
(by due Attention) make it her Buſineſs to diſcern at 
the firſt Touch this ill Pifition of the Woms, and pre- 


ſently upon the firſt Pang of Lapous, try to help both 


the MOTHER and the CHILD. 

WHEREAS otherwiſe the ſlothful and Ignorant 
MIDWIFE, may continue the poor Woman in an irre- 
gular Lavouk perhaps ſome Days, without perceiving 
the Heap to be fixed upon theſe Bones, always errone- 
ouily imagining the INFANT only to be ſituated tc 
high, (becauſe it lies out of the reach of her ſþ2//ow 
Touch) and that ir muſt in due Time fall down lower 
within her Xen. Or peradventure otherwiſe, when 


by the Lover, ſhe feels a kind of Rowndzeſs or 5 
eV 
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eng PAINS to drive it forwards with Succeſs. 
THIS Ignorance is chiefly owing to her own Supi- 
dh, in that ſpe cannot clearly diſtinguiſh between the 
Worms and the Vagina by the Touch; nor the Orifice 
of the Won from the Parts of the CHILD, or 
MEMBRANE ; which (in this Caſe) frequently oc- 


caſons the Death of many a Dear MOTHER and 


INFANT. .” | 

B UT here it is to be moreover noted of this diffi- 
cult Situation of the Wowms, that the MIDIVIFE (how 
<kilful ſoever) perhaps can either not touch the OkikIcꝝ 
it all, or but very little, except it lies wide open, when 
ſhe may touch at leaſt ſome Part of the Cixcłx of the 
Birder ; For the Heap being fixed upon the Punis 
above, the whole upper Part of the Edges of the Oxieics 
can no ways peradventure be touched with the Fingers, 
which may only reach the lower Part that is Open. 

UPON which, theſe Fingers are cautiouſly and 
prudently to be thruſt in farther betwixt the Neck of the 


BuapDeER, and the Orifice of the Wows : Then being 


{near the Neck of the Bladder, a diſcerning M I D- 
WIFE will feel a ſort of a Circular Border, namely, 
that of the Orifice of the Won; which if ſhe pene- 
rates with her Fingers, ſhe will alſo find the hard Part 
of the Heap, which is Smooth and Globular, or the 
opening of the VERTEX ; whence ſhe may be certain, 
that the INFANT, as well as the W/OMB, is too cloſe 
to the Spins of the Back. Whereupon ſhe ought, 
without loſs of Time, to aſſiſt and help the CHILD 
in the following Manner; viz. 

SHE is to hinder the H/oman from labouring all this 
while, adviſing her to bear and put by her PAINS, 


until this Poſture of the INFANT can be duly cor- 


tected: In order to which, I would Fixsr order the 
Woman to make Water, if ſhe can, that the Bravper

C in this miſerable Condition, thro' the Neglect 
and Ignorance of Another : In this Caſe I would lay 
the Miman altogether upon her BACK, with her 
HEAD low, and her BODY a little elevated: then by 
the aboveſaid Method I would try to depreſs the Infants 
HEAD, obſerving however yet not only to preſs it 
drwn from above, but alſo firſt to thruft it back, and de- 
preſſing it at the ſame Time: By thus repelling it, I

ORIFICE, and 
then in penetrating through it to the Bottom of the 
Wonz, as the INFANT obſtructs the Way: not to 
mention the great Inconveniencies alſo beſides, which 
arife from the Turnings and Mindings, as well as from 
the Length and Conſtriction of the - Paſſage.

But now, in fine, having thus at large inſiſted upon 
the various Caſes of Preternatural Births, ariſing from 
the four extream oblique Situations of the Wong; It 
remains yer ſtill, that I alſo ſubjoin a few Words, 
upon ſuch Preternatural Caſes, as may proceed from 
the leſs oblique Poſitions of the ſame Body; and that brief-

from the Median oblique Situations of the 


S the three preceeding Chapters concern only 
the Extremities of an obliquated Woms, ſo they 
neceſſarily lead me in this Place to offer a ſhort Hint 
upon the Median or Leſs oblique Uterine Poſitions. Which 
notwithſtanding their great Variety, according to the 
juſt Compariſon formerly made *, I ſhall for Brevity- 
fake comprehend in One, and treat of in general 
Terms as ſubſequently follows.

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I. I obſerve that however conſpicuous and remark- 
able the Difference of theſe Preternatural Poſtures may be, 
eſpecially That betwixt the Four mentionꝰd Extremes and 
the Natural Situation of the Wows ; yet I fear, that 
there is too much Reaſon to ſuſpect, that this Differ- 
ence is but little known ro the generality of Pratti- 
tioners in MIDIVIFERY, otherways I am ſure Patience 
would not be ſo much cry'd up, or at leaſt Time 


would not be fo much trifled away, (at every difficult 


LABOUR) by the Ordinary Boethogyniſts, neither 
would the Uſe of ARS be ſo much practis'd by the 
Extraordinary MIDIVIFE. WE 

II. I obſerve, that tho* a Won leſs oblique, occa- 
ſions a Jeſs Difficult, or more eaſy BIRTH, than any 
of the Extremes; yet the leaſt Degree of an oblique | 
uterine Poſture, may be of great Hindrance, and im- 
minent Danger to the Woman, whoſe attending 
MIDWIFE is ignorant of it, as well as of the exact 
Method of reſtoring it to its Natural State. | 

III. I would obſerve by the way, that as the fatal 
Conſequences of ſuch Ignorance, have already been ſuffi- 
ciently precaution'd in the preceeding Chapters; fo 
it would be ſupervacaneons, and altogether needleſs to 
re-aſſume or repeat them in This : Wherefore I ſhall 
only farther, once for all, exhort and adjure ſuch 
MIDIVIVES, as have any regard for their own On- 
ſciences, and the Lives of their Neighbours, that they 
would qualify themſelves duly in theſe excellent Points 
of Knowledge. And This IJ have the more Reaſon to 
inculcate, becauſe I never yet knew an aſſiduous MID- 
IEE, who was thus perfeftly well endued with the 
eſſential Qualifications of her Prorzss:oN, but the great 
GOD: rather (to whom the Glory of all Things is 
due) perpetually compleated his own Gifts, and 
crown'd the Labour of her Hands with defirable 
Succeſs. : nt = On 


POR as the Huband-Man, who never ſowed, can 


never expect to reap; or as the Gardener, who never 


Planted, can never hope to gather; ſo neither can the 
; 15 | | MI D- 
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MIDWIFE who was never regularly qualified, ever 
juſtly hope or expect to effect a happy DELIVERY ; 
eſpecially not in Caſes of Difficult and Preternatural 
BIRTHS: Neither can the Conſequences of her Miſtakes 
or Ignorance on the other Hand, ever detract from, 
or leflen, the Divine Power, which is ſtill the Sams, 
and can always do all Things that it will, but will not 
always do all that it can. Beſides HE, who has been 
plealed to lay ſuch Burthens upon us, to try the Pa- 
tience and Conſtancy of One, and to exerciſe the Tadrſftry 
and Charity of another; HE, I ſay, often executes his 
Judgments upon ſome, for the Sins of both Offenders, that 
all Things may the more manifeſtly tend to his own 
eternal Glory. 

IV. I come now in the fourth Place by certain De- 
monſtration, to explain the Nature of a Wows leſs 
oliquated, and to lay down the genuine Method of 
correcting any Preternatural Situation whatſoever of the 
diſorder d or diſtorted Wo]. 

IN order to which, I would previouſly obſerve, 
that all ſuch Poſtures of the Womz, whether more or 
leſs, either tending afide, or prone, or ſupine, are 
only beſt diſcover'd by the TOUCH: Becauſe the O- 
rifice always anſwering in a ſtrait Line to the oppoſite 
Situation of the Bottom of the Woms, can never fail to 
ſhew its Poſture to the judicious MIDWIFE. 

HENCE if the MIDWIFE does but know ex- 
actly the Natural Poſition of the ORIFICE, ſhe may 
thence eaſily conceive by how much it difters in an 
obliguated Woun, and accordingly thereby readily 
judge whereabouts the Bottom is ſeated : Which 
Situations of Bottom and Orifice being known, ſhe can 


conſequently be at no loſs to comprehend the Diſpoſi- 


tion of the whole Uterine Body. And if ſhe now re- 
members or recollects what has been ſaid of reſtoring 
and replacing the moſt extream, or moſt oblique Woms,

Difficulties with which it is always attended, accord- 

ing to. the many various Poſtures in which both the 
INFANT and the Wous are found: All which to enu- 
merate here, and to guard particularly againſt them, 
as I have done in the preceeding Caſes, would not 
only augment the Bulk and Charge of this WORK, 
but alſo be in ſome reſpe& altogether Needleſs : Be- 
cauſe if ] was to content my ſelf to treat this Chapter in 
general (without deſcending to particular) TERMS, |

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would not doubt but that the ingenious Reader 


would even thence readily form a clear DEA of all 
ſuch BIRTHS, from the many different Caſes already 
ſtated and diſcuſſed ; which if thoroughly well under- 
ſtood, the Reſt cannot but be eaſily comprehended. 

HOWEVER, that I may not leave the weaker Ca- 
pacity, or the doubttul MDE to the Uncertainties 
of her own ſcrupulous Judgement, I ſhall propoſe and 
reſolve ſome of the molt difficult and dangerous Caſes 
belonging to this preternatural Subjett, and that as far 
as is really requiſite, in manner following ; viz. 

I. WE ſhall ſuppoſe that the INFANT is ill-turned, 
and preſents itſelf preternaturally, with Fact, Cain, 
Haxp, ELBOw, SHOULDER, BREAST, Back, BELLY, SE, 
Burrocx, KNEE, Foor, or any other Part or Member 
firſt, in a Wowms tending obliquely forwards, In this 
Condition, I ſhall firſt ſhow the MIDWIFE how, and 
by what Signs, ſhe may know and diſcover ſuch. per- 
verſe Poſtures; and ſecondly how, and by what Means, 
Theſe may be rectify d, the CHILD extricated, and the 
MOTHER reliev'd in Life. 

THEN as to the Firſt Point, IJ would have it 
minded, that the Touch is the only Expedient, by 
which the Situation of the INFANT in any Womy, 


whether Oblique or Direct, is to be diſcover'd and per- 
fectly known. Which when the MIDWIFE finds to 
be preternatural, ſhe needs not much trouble herſelf 


about what preciſe Part offers or comes firſt in the 
PASSAGE ; Becauſe of this ſhort Rule, which I would 
not have her to forget ; namely, "That, when the Hzap 
does not preſent itſelf firſt in this complicated Caſe, the 
CHILD is to be drawn out by the FEET. For in this 
ill Pofition of both the INFANT and the WOMB, the 
Verfion of the CHILD ſucceeds more eaſily than if the 
Heap was foremoſt : Wherefore I would loſe no 'Time, 
but as ſoon as I had diſcover'd all Circumſtances aright, 
I would commence my Buſineſs upon this Occaſion, be- 
fore either the MOTHER or the INFANT are much 
ſpent, that I may perform my Mork, while they both

IN order to this Second Point, the Woman being 
commodiouſly placed, the MIDIVIFE is to pals up her 
Hand into the F/AGINA, and dilpoſe the Orifice of the 
Woms to open, which is now ſooner done than if the 
Heap came firſt: This being done dextrouſly, ſhe 
is to put firſt one or two Fingers, then all of them 


ſucceſſively into the Aperture ; and when that is ſuffici- | 


ently enlarged, ſhe is to penetrate into the Wor, 


and either break the MEMBRANE, or wait its ſpou- 


taneous Breaking, as ſhe judges beſt by occurring Circum- 
ftances. In the next place, ſhe is to look for and find 
the FEET ; and, the TOES being always turn'd to-

II. WE will ſuppoſe moreover, that the INxFANr is 
zII-ſeated, and preſents itſelf preternaturally with any of 
the afore-mentioned Members firſt, in a Wome hanging 
obliquely to either Side. In this Caſe, I would fincerely 
adviſe the MIDIVIFE, to loſe no Time in opening the 


Won, breaking the Mrmzrang, turning the City, 


and extracting it by the Fzer : Becauſe in this Poſture 
of both the BIRTH and the WOMB, Experience has 


taught me that nothing can be ſafer and leis dangerous 
than this Method, when ingeniouſly and preſently per- 


form'd with Dexterity. | 
I is true indeed it may be objefed, that I diſſent 


in this Matter, from moſt (if not from all) Authors: To 


which I anſwer, in ſhort, that Thoſe from whom I do 
differ, were never acquainted with this complicated pre- 
ternatural Condition, but always ſuppoſed the WOMB 


to continue in its proper Place, never dreaming of its 
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rarious Motion, nor ſuſpecting its oblique Situation; er- 
roneouſly 1magining all preternatural BIRTHS to pro- 
ceed merely from the ill Verſion of the INxFAN Tr: In 
which Circumſtance however, when it happens ſo, I con- 
ſeſs they are ſo far in the right, that the Heap is to be 


fiſt brought into the Pass ao, and the CnirD excluded 


by it with all poſſible Expedition. | 
BUT that I may farther elucidate the true State 


of this Caſe, as it becomes me to ſpeak the Truth in- 


genuoufly, it is my candid Opinion that, in any oblique 
Poſture of the J/OMDB, it is the ſafeſt, quickeſt, and 


moſt convenient Method to extract the IN AN r by the 


Fer, and that preſently in the Beginning of the La- 
20UR, either before or at leaſt preſently after FLoopinG, 
as occaſion requires. For this very Reaſon, and to this 
Purpoſe, T hope, I may farther juſtly lay down one cer- 
tain Rule; namely, that all BIRTHS ill-turr'd, in a 
WOMB ill-ſeated, are to be rightly turn'd again, and 
drawn out by the Frrr. Which Rule, if duly obſerved, 
will, I am poſitive, fave a World of Women and Chil- 
dren, that otherwiſe muſt inevitably periſh ; ſince as for 
my part, T know no Situation of the Id EAN in an oblique 
WOMB, more difficult or dangerous than the Htzap's 
offering itſelf firſt ; and that becauſe the BIRTH cannot 


be then turned without the greateſt Difficulty and moſt. 


extreme Pains. | | 
THIS, in ſhort, will be readily granted by All, 
who do conſider or conceive that the HOB (being 
fixed by Ligaments on both ſides) is always more in- 
clinable to fall Forwards or Backwards, than to either Side, 
and firſt moſt commonly bends back before it comes 
to any lateral Poſture; and that from hence of conſe- 


quence, the VOM is diſtorted as well as obliquely ſitu-

Jo this I anſwer, that my Reaſon for ſo doing, was not | 
only to convince ſome People, that I know their Meth | 
as well as my own; but alſo to whet or aſſiſt the 
Judgment of ſuch good MDI ES as cannot forſake 
their own old By-Paths ; Not that I ever deſign'd to 
recommend it to any, tho* I muſt however acknowledge, 
that ſometimes it may effect the deſirable Ends ; but 
according to the Rules of irretragable Truth, and ſound 
Judgment, we find that, in this Pofirion of the Won, 
Jet the BIRTH offer itſelf as it will, the only laudable 
Method is without Loſs of Time to extract the Inraxr, 
and deliver the Woman as above-directet. 
III. I obferve upon the whole, that as the immediate 
preſent Caſe is applicable to either (right or left) Side; 
ſo what is ſaid of the foregoing Condition, with reſpect 
to the Woes inclining forwards, may be eaſily apply'd 
to the Caſe of its tending backwards ; Only with this 
_ conſiderable Difference, that the oblique forward Poſture 
of the Woms, is the moſt commodious of the For | 
mentioned Extremes, and conſequently admits of a more 
eaſy Excluſion of the BIRTH by the Head, than any of 
the reſt mentioned. = Fg ; 
NO T bur that either of theſe grand or complicated 
preternatural BIRT HS imply and prognoſticate imminent 
Danger to the MOTHER, or the CHILD, or Both; as 
well as incredible Labour and Fatigue to the faithful 
MIDWIFE ; who, in ſuch Caſes, can leſs * 
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feel, leſs commodiouſly handle, and more difficultly 
come at the Matter, ſo as to diſpoſe the INFANT*s 
Members for Attraction, than in any other Condition of 
BIRTH : Hence it is, in ſhort, that ſo many MID- 
Es are liable to the moſt egregious Miſtakes, and 
unaccountable Deceptions upon theſe unlucky Occa- 
ſions. But 

AGAIN farther, I hope I may freely ſpeak my 
Mind, and openly avow, that the moſt of theſe BikTHS 
proceed merely from want of ſeaſonable and skilful 
Aſſiſtance in the beginning of the Lazour : Becauſe the 
BIRTH (however well ſeated then) by reaſon of the bad 
Stuation of the Won, cannot poſſibly paſs thro* the 
P:.vis of itſelf; and not being judiciouſly aſſiſted at 
that nice Juncture, behold, from a Natural, it falls on 
a ſudden alſo into a Preternatura! Poſture. From 
hence we have this extreme difficult and moſt dangerous 
fort of Preternatural BIRTHS, as will more conſpicu- 
ouſly appear from a deliberate Reflection upon the pre- 
ceding Chapters. And This much (I hope) may finally 
ſuffice any intelligent Reader, to conceive the different

and Separation of the PL ACEN TA from the Wows. 


Which LOCZIA however differ always according to 
the Conſtitution and Diſpoſition | of the Woman, and 


that not only in Quantity, but alſo in Quality: For 


if the PATIENT be other ways Healthy, and Well- 


diſpoſed, theſe are at firſt of a florid roſy Colour, degene- 


rating day by day into a Palerche; Whereas if other- 
Ways, 
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ways, they are ſometimes Aqueous, and ſometimes Bilbus, 


Melancholick, &c. And, according alſo to the uſual 


Habit of Body, and Way of Living, ſome Women flood 


more plentifully, others more ſparingly ; ſome a longer, 
and others a ſhorter Time: as for Inſtance 57 

A Woman given to Eaſe, and high-Living, being de- 
lvered of a Malk, may cleanſe from twenty to thirty 
Days; and if of a Ftwars, from thirty to forty-two 
Days at moſt, however ſtill declining in Quantity from 
Day to Day: Whereas another given to Exerciſe, may

food only from eight to fifteen Days; and that alſo per- 


haps more ſparingh, or by Intervals of one or two Days. 
But it oftentimes happens, that this Evacuation is either 
ſuppreſſed in Whole, or in Part; of which Suppreſſion 
or Preternatural Retention, I am now about to ſpeak. 
FIRST then, the Cauſe of this Evil, proceeds either 
from an Obſtruftion of the Uterine Veſſels, occaſion'd by 
thick BLOOD ſtopping the Paſſages : Or, Sgcoxprr,

HENCE proceed various PROGNOSTICKS ; viz, 
Fevers, Spitting or Vomiting of Broop, Melancholy, In- 
flammations of the Liver, Quincy, Pluriſy, Frenzy, Dropſy, 
Apoplexy, and Madneſs itſelt: The leaſt of which may 
prove of fatal Conſequence, wherefore Delays in this 
Condition are moſt dangerous ; becauſe when any of 
theſe heavy Sruprous has befallen the MWoman, there 
is ſcarce any Hope left for her Recovery; whereas | 
before, they may be artfully prevented, and the Cure 
duly perfected by convenient DIET, Venæſections, Re- 
Dil i de Medicines, &c. | Hoy 
BUT more particularly the Cure ought to vary, 
according to the difference of the co-incident Syrub- 
TOMs : For ſince continual Fevers and Inflammatory 
Diſeaſes moſt commonly follow upon this Suppreſſion or 
Diminution of the Lochla, we mult take great Care 
that, endeavouring to promote the FLUX, and to open 
the Uterine Viſſels, we do not augment the FEVER 
and Tuffammatiou ; which will certainly happen, (if 
without diſtinction) we uſe the hot Medicines preſcri- 
bed by many AvTHORS. | . 
WHEREFORE in this Caſe repeated Ve- 
naſettions ſometimes 1n-the Ancle, and ſometimes in the 
Arm; and cupping Glaſſes applied to the Thighs and

Swoonings or Conwulfions, proceeding from the Depanpe- 
ration of the BLOOD: Which after an immoderate 
FLUX always diſorders the SP/RITS, becauſe when the 
 Mass of it is much leſſened, it cannot keep its due 
Mixture and Diſpoſition.

IN this Caſe the true PRo V oSTIick is, that, if all 
immoderate Hamorrhagies are dangerous; becauſe by

W E are in this place only to conſider the Acute 
Diſtempers of the Puerperial Woman, becauſe. the 
Time of Hing-in is not of ſuch a long Continuance as to 
admit of Chronick Diſeaſes: And theſe Acute Ones, in 
ſhort, which they are moſt commonly ſubje& to, are 
continual Fevess, (Either, 1. Eſential, that is, FRvxRs 
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© proceeding firſt from the Bi oop; or, 2: Symptcnatick F. 
, VERs, that is, ſuch as follow upon the internal Iaflamma- 
tions, Which often attend the-Child-Bed-WWeman; ) as allo 
 Frenzits, Watchings, Lethargies, Convulftons, Epilepſief, &c.— 
©... BUT more eſpecially there is one particular kind of 
FxvrR, which invades almoſt all labouring omen the 


third or fourth Day after the BIRTH, and is commonly 


call'd the MILK-FEVER,; becauſe about that time, 
the MILK begins to generate more plentifully in the 
 BreasrTs, taking its Riſe from the Motion and Agitation 
of the Broop, which converts it from the Wous to the 
 Breasrs. This Diſtemper, reſolving itſelf about the 
ninth Day by Swtar, is of no dangerous Conſequence; 
provided the PATIENT obſerves a good and proper 
Dir, and duly prevents all Cd, that might readily 
ſtop the Swear, and carefully preſerves. the Milk from 
coagulating or putrefying- in her Brtasrs, whence the 
 Symptomatick FEV/ERS commonly ariſe : Wherefore, I 
ſay, this MILK-FEVER, being of the extended Ephe-

. ONLY in this Caſe, it is a vulgar Error among the 
good Women, that becauſe this FEVER laſts only four 
or five Days at moſt, coming-on about rhe fourth, and 
ending about the ninth Day after the BIRTH, they 
take all Fevers in this time, for the MILK-FEVER ; 
and conſequently thro* this Miſtake, neglecting, or not 
regarding duly the true Condition, the Parr Nu is very 
often endanger'd : Which Miſtake, that they may for 


the future diligently avoid, I ſhall ſubjoin here ſome 


certain Stods of Diſtinction in due Courſe. But pre-

'THE. Cauſes of all FEVERS. incident to the CHild- 
Bed- Moman, are either the Suppreſſion of the Locura in 
whole or in part; or the vitious Quality of the Humonrs 
accumulated in Geſtation, and exaſperated in the Birth; 
or a vitious irregular DIET in the time of Hing-in; or 
the cold Am, or any ſuch Accident by bad Manage- 
ment, may readily convert the MILK-FEVER into ;

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putrid and dangerous one; as a latent CACOCHIYMY 
may alſo eaſily diſpoſe it to Corruption. 

THE true DIAGNOSTICKS, in my Opinion; are 
as follow, viz. FInsT, the MILK-FEVER is known 
from hence, that it always begins about the Furth 
Day, when the BREASTS begin to fill with MILX ; 
and then the LOCHIA flowing regularly, the Woman 
finds a certain Gravity or Weight in her Back and Shoul-

WHEREAS, Tninprr, if the FEVER neither 
proceeds from the MILK, nor from any Irregularity of 
the LOCHIA, why then it muſt neceſſarily either pro- 
ceed from the vitious Quality and Preparation of the 
Humours ; or from a Cacochymical Habit of Body; or from 
an irregular Way of Living in time of GESTATION. _ 

THE moſt certain PROGNOSTICKS are as fol- 
low, viz. FIRST, All Acute Diſeaſes in Child-bed Women, 
whoſe Strength is impaired by their LABOUR, are 
muck more dangerous than in any Others, SECONDLY, 
Theſe which proceed from the Suppreſſion of the LO- 
Hd are moſt dangerous; becauſe the Humours putre- 
lying in the HO, occaſion moſt ſevere SYMPTOMS, 
yea and too commonly DEATH itſelf, unleſs a lucky 
Diarrhaa, or a timely Ejection of the corrupted Mat- 
ter, prevents the Misfortune. 'TrirDLry, The ſelf- ſame 
is the unfortunate Conſequence, when the Diſfemper pro- 
ceeds from the vitious HUMOURS; for Natur? then 
not being able to expurgate their abounding Superfuity 
by the LOCHIA, the PATIENT muſt needs be great- 
ly endanger'd, if not overwhelm'd. e 

THE moſt adviſeable Cure, Figsr, as to the MILK- 
FEVER, is only to be committed to Nature, the Mo- 
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inan uſing always a proper DIET, and carefully ani 
madverting, that the EAI, in which it commonly 
terminates, be no ways checked, impeded, or ob- 

ſtructed. = | 8 
SEECONDLI, As to the Matchings, Deliria's, Epi. 
lepfies, &c. which the PATIENT is ſubject to in this 
Condition; as they proceed only from Vapours of the 
BLOOD and Humour, aſcending to the Head, when the 
 LOCHIA do not flow regularly, or when the Mimnan is 
Feveriſh : So the Cure el cheſe diltemper'd Caſes depends 
(at firſt) chiefly upon retracting the HUMOURS from 
the Head to the inferiour Parts, and correcting the 
"Courſe of the LOCHIA : Becauſe, if theſe flow orderly, 
| and the vitious Humours, from which ſuch depraved 
Vapours as affect the Hend, be removed and evacuated,

| _ THIRDLY, in the other above-mentioned Caſes, the 
| PATIENT ought always to be treated according to the 
| various Circumſtances of her Condition ; I mean, ac- 
| cording to the attending SYMPTOMS, conformable al- 


ſo to which the ingenious Phyſician will always judi- 
ciouſly rake his prudent Meaſures : Since the Cs 
does not always depend upon the ſame Methed; eſpeci- 
ally when a ſjmpromatick, or concomitant FEVE R, 
Joins the fr, as it very often happens, by an Inflammu- 
tion of ſome particular Part, proceeding from ſomething 
of the vitious XZUMOURS enforcing itſelf upon the 
lame very Part.

T HES E —_ being all very carefully and 
tenderly-pertormed,, every Part of the Body, ought to 
be diligently ſearched, in caſe of a Diſtocation, or any 
other Accident, happened by Violence in the \BIRTH, or 
otherways ; that preſent Remedies may be uſed, accord- 
ing to the Nature of the Circumſtances; And eſpecially 
the two: Conduits of the URINE and: 0RDURE are to 
be examined; ſince it ſometimes falls out that z2heſe are 
not verforared, and conſequently that the Meconiun: 
cannot be voided, which inevitably proves tacal, unleſs 
timely Care be taken. 

IX. AS to the URINE, all Cildren liſcharoe It as 
ſoon as born, at leaſt as ſoon as they feel the Heat of 
the Fire ; when if the Excrements, properly called ME- 
CONIUM, tho? improperly COLLOSTRO- by the Haliaus, 
do not follow a little after; I mean within an Heur or 
two; then a ſmall Syppoſitory may be uſed, ſuch as a ſu- 

gard Almond anointed withia. little boiled Honey ; or a 
Piece of Venice- Soap anointed with freſh Butter; as alſo 
a little Syrup of Roſes or Violets, mixed with the Oil of 


ſeueet Almonds by Expreſſion, that is, drawn without 


Fire, may be given in the Mouth, anointing the Bel) 
with the ſame Oil, or with freſh Butter; in like man- 
ner as a ſmall chſier (upon occaſion) may be diſcreetly 
uſed and managed to purpoſe. 

X. THE INFANT being in theſe reſpects provided 
for, it is now to be duly. dreſſed and ſwaddled in its 
Fwathing · Cloathes; and beginning with the HEAD, a 
Compreſs of a three or. fourfold fine Linnen Rag, about 
Four Inches broad, is to be applied to the MOULD, tor 
defending the (yet open) BRAIN from Cold, &c. Which 
Compreſs is to be carefully covered with, and pinned to 
the ordinary CAPS made on purpoſe.

Upon which I firſt obſerve, that the 
prime and chief Quality of a good NURSE is, that ſhe 
be the Mother of the Foſterling INFANT herſelf ; | and 
that becauſe her MILK, being generated of the ſame

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Blood, of which the CHILD is formed, and has hither- 
to been nouriſhed, is of a nearer Affinity with the Na- 
ture of her BABE, than the MILK of any other ſtrange 


fer in Conſtitution and Temperament of Body, Regimen, and 
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imbibes the very Manners and Di ſpoſitien, as well as the 
groſs Humons and Qualities of the NURSE with her Milk 


AS.a Lamb ſucking a, Goat, changes not only its 


Nature, but even its Skin and "Wool i into the GOA. 
Kind; ſo it is alſo among the rational Creatures: From 


hence ve have juſtly the o/d Proverb,” touching an il- 


natured Perſon, that ſome Brute or other has been his 
NURSE, . And hence it is that Romulus and Remus, the 
Sons of Mans (without Any Reality) are ſaid to have 
been nurſed by a Wors *; Delia, the Son of Neptune, 
by a Mars ; Telephus, the Son of Hercules, by a Hixp, 
Sc. Nor that they ever actually ſucked luch Creatures, 
only their NURSES were of ſuch Tempers and Nature; 


which they were thus ſuppoſed to have by the Bnbasr 


infuſed i into them. 
AND, in ſhort, daily Experi ience, as well as many 
e Authorities, may ſufficiently convince us, that 


ChilpRkEx really ſuck in the ſeveral vitious Juclinations 
and depraved Paſſions of their NURSES ; ſuch as Anger, 


Malice, Fear, Melancholy, &c. Agreęable to which Opi- 


nion, Diodorus ſays f, that Nero the Emperor's NURSE 
was very much addicted to Drinking; which Habit Ne- 
o imbibed from her, to ſuch a Degree, that the People 
took notice of it, and from thence inſtead of Cr a v- 


DIUs 'T1sxr1Us Neto, call'd him Caldius Biberius Merv. 
ITbe ſame Author relates of Caligula, that his NURSE 


_ uſed frequently to moiſten her Nipples with Br o 00D, 


that he might take the better hold of them ; which 
(fays the ſawe Diodorus) was the Cauſe of his being fo 
cruel and Blcod-thizſty all the Days of his Life; that he 
not only committed frequent Murders by his own Hand, 
but even wiſhed that all humane Race was but one 


Nec, that he might have the pleaſure to cut i: f. 


IN ſhort, honeſt Parents perceiving their Children to 
incline varioully, one to Thiewing, another to Drinbius 


— 
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* Plutarch. in Vit. Ro! multi, 
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ne to Stupidity, another to Barbarity, are amazed at ſuch 
Degeneracies of Mankind, not knowing after whom the 
Child can take thoſe Propenſions. But abſtracting from 
this, how many fine Children do we daily fee thrown 
into Fits, 'Rickets, Conſumptions, &c. merely by fucking 
their imprudent NURSES, when enraged, or otherways 
in a Paſſion ? If then the Caſe ſtands thus, that every 
Diſorder of the NURSE is a real Detriment to the IN- 
FANT, ſurely; upon this Account, all Parents ought 
to know HER well, to whom they entruſt theſe Dear 
Pledges of their facred and natural Defires  _, 

MOREOVER yet, beſides all theſe Things, the 
tender Care, as well as the Love and Affection of the 
Moruex to her own Chir, by far ſurpaſſes that of any 
mercenary NURS E whatſoever. Wherefore the Mo- 


* 
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THER, tho? perhaps not the belt VR SE in other re- 


ſpects, is always preferable to a STRANGER : —— 
if People of Probity and Honour would more obſerve, I 
ſincerely, believe that there would not be fo many grace- 
leſs, diſobedient, and undutiful CHILDREN of our 
Age. I do not think what I have read of Scipio Afri- 


canus to be any ſingular Inſtance; namely, that He 


eſteemed Her more for his Morurr, who nurſed him 
two Years after his Birth, than Hex who brought him 


forth, and then forſook him in the World. Agreeable 


to which, and moſt 2 propos, was the Anſwer of the 
Philoſopher, PFaworinus *, to the Mornrr of a certain 
Noble- woman in CHILD-BED, who was diſſuading her 
Daughter to nurſe the CHILD ſhe had born ; viz. I en- 


treat thee Woman (ſays he) ſufjcr her to be the whole and 


entire Mother of her own Son. And verily, Sys only can 


be properly ſo called, who carefully nurſes as well as 


brings forth her own CHILDREN. Hence it is that the 
Earth is called the Mortar of all Things, not ſo much 
becauſe ſhe produces all Things, as becauſe ſhe main- 
tains and nurſes what ſhe produces. 
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ALL which, notwithſtanding, there is ſometimes x 
Neceſſity (on account of ſundry Reaſons) to provide 
another NURSE for the CHILD; wherefore I come 
now briefly to deſcribe the moſt proper Perſon, for this 
TRUST,.and to ſet forth the Qualities of the moſt con- 
venient MILK, for the wholeſome Nouriſhment of the

ought to be ſound and healthy, of a good Habit and Dij- 
poſition of Body and Mind; of a, ſanguine Complexion, 
and xoſy Colour ; of a middle Stature, having black or 
brown Hair, a lively Eye, ſweet Breath, ſound and white 
Teeth, with an agreeable chearful Countenance. In ſhort, 
ſhe ought alſo. to be a well-manered, modeſt, and ſober 
Perſon, having middle-ſized, well ſhaped, not flabby 
nor hanging down, but ſolid fleſhy. Bxzasrs, with ele- 
gant, firm, and well perforated Nipples. 7 OE 
SECONDLY, As to her MLK, it ought neither to 
be too neu, nor too old; but at any time from the Puer-

"THIRDLY as to her Regimen, ſuch a Nurse 
is to make uſe of, and enjoy a good and convenient 
Diet; abſtaining carefully from all ſalt and ſharpl/ifinals, 
as well as from high-ſpiced Meats, and ſtrong or ſpiritu- 
ous Liquors. In ſhort, as ſhe ought to avoid all Sorts of 


intemperate Air, and keep herſelf clean both in Perſon 


and Chaths ; fo the ought always to exerciſe ' herſelf 
by ſome light Labour, and keep herſelf in a moderate 
active Motion; prudently ſuppreſſing, at all Times and 
upon all Occaſions, the various Paſſions of the Mind :

proper by degrees to uſe it to a little more ſolid 
Food, ſuch as Bread and tender Meats or Fleſbes, how- 
ever, a little chewed by the NURSE In the mean time 
no Cr ude, or Meats of hard Digeſtion, are to be allow'd 
it, becauſe ſuch Things produce a Corruption of Humours, 
whence Worms engender, and other various, grievous, 
and irregular Symptoms ariſe. 

BUI before I proceed farther, I ought to obſerve,

feartul Notions or Phantaſms ; ſince ſuch Things make 


ſtrong Impreſſions upon their ſoft Bodies, and frequently 
give OR1GIN to Convulſions, Epilepſies, &c. How- 
ever, as Children are naturally more prone to Evil than

INCE ſome only, not all CuII DR EN, happen 
to bring Infirmities with them into the World;

BR TH, and require immediate Cure; I thall conciſely 
enter upon, and briefly comprehend them All here, 
s they moſt commonly fall out, in this preſent 
Chapter. 

IN order to which, I ſhall previouſly obſerve, that 
ſuch Inconveniencies happening to the IN FAN TH, may 
have a double Origin, and proceed either from a De- 
felt in Nature, or the Effect of a difficult Bi RH: 
The Firſt may take Riſe from various Cauſes, ſuch as ot 
the Parental Sced, the Forming Faculty, the Maternal or 
Uterine Conſtitution, an illegitimate Time of BiRTH, 
and the like; as the Latter may alſo arrive, not only 
from a Difficult, or Pretern itural LA O R, c. but alto 
trom the ignorant, rough Ulage, or barbarous Treat- 
ment of the Mibwire. However, not to inſiſt too 
long on theſe: Things, it very oiten, and too com- 
monly happens. 

I. THAT, The CnriD ſuffers ſo much in the 
Firth, that (when born) it is hard to know, whether 
it be dead or alive, not one part of the Body being 


perceiv'd to move; which however may be thus _ 


known, viz. by laying my HazJ upon its Breaſt, I

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having (as it were) ſomething in them like the Rudi- 
ments of a Work imperfectiy begun; ſuch a Piece, 
as, for Example, a Limner may draw at the 
firſt Draught, with a rude Penſil; together with ſome- 
thing of both Life and Motion- LIVING however 
only (as it were) Vita Plante, and moving but by 
Palpitation; as I have alſo ſeen and obſerv'd this 
Body to contract it ſelf ſenſibly at the Touch, and im- 
mediately again dilate it ſelf perceptibly.

BUT here it may be asd, why the Dutch good 
Women, ſhould be more ſubject to theſe Præterna- 
tural Conceptions than any others?

Provinces, the very Borders of the St a are inhabited, 
and a World of People live (as it were) in the very 
Jaws of the Octan; whole bellowing Waves and 
tumultuous S4rges, are not only obvious to their Eyes 
all Day, but obnoxious alſo to their Ears all Night 
long ; as they continually beat upon their Coaſts, and 
ſometimes too near their very Doors: From whence 
theſe Women cannot but be much affected and di- 
ſturbed, if not alſo frighted in their very Embra es. 
HOWEVER yet, I do not conceive This to be 
always the CA us E, fince MOLAR CONCEPTIONS 
are alſo very common'in their greateſt Cities; But as 
thoſe happen there moſt frequently among the Sea- 
faring Men's Wives; ſo, I think, we may rationally 
account for them after this enſuing manner, viz. The 
Sailers arriving from their Voyages, and coming Home 


merrily with full Sail up to their very Doors, incon- 


tinently embrace their WI VES, without having any 
regard to their Natural Courſe, the SI EN T-Moos,

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or any other Circumſtance; And the honeſt WI v x, 


having perhaps long wanted their Husbands, make no 


Procraſtination, but eagerly fall to enjoying One Ano. 
ther; the good Women attracting as greedily the 
virile Benevolence, as Nature can prompt, or as Cey- 
berus could ſnap at a Piece, or the Hupger-ſtarved a Bit 
of Brend.

this POSITION in general; tho' tome of my Su- 
perioys in this Place, have been pleas'd to contradict in 
particular, what I am juſt now. going (and chiefly for 
that very reaſon) about to publith to the World, in 
the next following Chapter. 

BUT notwithſtanding that we all agree as to the 
FACT, yet I have found but few ready to diſculs the 
proper Cauſes of Monſtrous BIRTHS: Only ſo far, 
that ſome would have them to proceed — 
from the Commixture of Humane with Brutal SE ED 
others, directly from the INFLUX of the Stars; 
Some again, from a vitious Conſtitution, or oblique

ter of the Perſons Copulating. Which may be all indeed, 
in ſome reſpect, conſentaneous to Reaſon; but not- 
withſtanding, in ſpeaking to ſuch Cauſes, 1 think, we 
ought previouſly. to. conſider the Requiſites concurring | 
to the Production of the FOE FT US; whar they na- 
turally are, and how they ought to be qualify'd. 
IHE Firs rT and chief of which is the Forming 
Faculty; 2ly. The two Inſtruments, by which this 
and operates, viz. the SPIRIT or innate Seminal 

feat, and the Imagination., 3ly. Tie MATTER, 
viz. both the SEEDS, and the Menſtruous Blood 
Aly. And laſtly, the PLACE, namely the WO M B: 
Whence ! conclude that any azzz, or more, or (perhaps) 
all of THESE, degenerating trom their due ſtate or 
natural Qualities, may prove the Cauſe or C:ufes of a

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As to che Forming Faculty, it never errs or fails, 
but always performs its Duty, as far as depends upon 
it ſelf, or its own Intention; tho indeed it often hap- 
pens to be fruſtrated by the Inſtrumemtary Cauſes :

however ſucceſsfully begun, without a proportionable 
Metal to work upon, and' correſponding” Inſtruments to 
work by; So it is, in this Caſe, with the Forming Fa- 


culty : Hence it is that AO NS TE RS& are allo per- 


tinently call'd, as they undeniably are, the Works of 


NATURE; however degenerating from its proper

WHICH if ſo, Pray, what wonder is it, if the 
Woman in time of CONCEPTION (Which is by far 
the more critical Juncture) ſhould by the fame reaſon 
conceive, and at laſt bring forth her FOETUS 
with a mY s, Lamb's, Dog's, Cat's-HE AD, or the 
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Effigy of any other thing whatſoever ? And this. the 
more elpecially, conſidering, that not only the con-

Mind on ſuch Objects, or employ his perverted I. 
magin ition that way. Now this abſurd Inagization 
takes even place allo among the very BRUTES, as:

IN like manner, ſuppoſing ſuch Womcz to conceive 
in their Minds, 1ome deformed SPIRIT or ANF 
MAL, with Horns, Snout, Wings, Clovca-Feet, &c. 
(as has ſometimes happen'd) What ſhould hinder this 
omar to produce a Bik Tn with theſes Mon trous 
Marks? T HIS is allo therefore very poſſible, but 
more eſpecially, when the Diſpoſitioz ot the MAT 
TER acquieſces, which it certainly does when the 
SEED and Blood are impure : For, Is it not mani- 
teſt to our Eyes, that ſome Chil DKEN bring with 
them long Hap and Nails into the World, merely 


from the Impurity of thele material Subſtances? Then 


ſuppoſing the Force of an abſurd Imagination to have 
ſeconded the Efficacy ot ſuch Sordid Stuff, what a 
Mo Ns T ER might: not theſe Jointly have produced? 
Wherefore I ſhall only add upon the whole or This, 
that as ſuch impious and toobih Inagiuaticus ought to 
be ſuppreſſed, fo both the SEED and theBuooD 
ought to be pure and temperate, to prevent ſuch præ- 
ternatural Productions. ** 
NOW, as to the Heat and Spirit contain'd in the 
SEED, we may eaſily conceive its Effects, and ſuch as 
have been in Glaſs-Works, and have ſeen GLASSES, 


made, may readily comprehend how Mons TBRS 
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ate formed in the Wo un: For in modeling the 


GIs s, if the Work-Maz blow the PI PE too much 


or too ftrongly, the Stuff is ſo extended, that the

And This in ſhort, it is evident, holds alſo good a- 


mong the other Creatures (IR RATIONAL Ss) as 
Lemnuius writes * of himſelf, that He ſaw a Sheep and 
a Cilfe, each with two Heaps, and a Hep with 


four FER ETH and as many WINGS. 


AGAIN, as from the SH erabundance ofM a T TER 
Geminated Members, or Superfluous Particles may pro- 


ceed; ſo from the Scarcit) of theſe Mar TEA, 
Want of requiſite Aliment, or from any partial I- 
validity of the Natural Faculties, ſome Members or 


certain Particles may be either maim'd and deftitute 


of their Natural Uſe, or then (which is worſe) be 


altogether irregular, defective, or Unnatural.

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LASTLY as to the Place, I mean the Wo MB 
in which the Conception is made; It ought not only 
to be perpendicularly ſeated in the PELVIS, or in a 
direct line from the VAGINA upwards, but alſo to be 
well conform'd and proportion'd: Otherways, as an 


ugly or unſhapely exteriour FO RM or MouLD of

Otherways, as a II EE planted in Strzy Ground, its 
Roo r cannot diffuſe or ſpread it ſelt round every 
way, but being cramp'd and oppreſs'd, it crooks and 
bends back; So it is with the FOE T Us in the 
Wo un, if oppos'd and reſiſted by the On riction 
or Carctation of the Place, or by any inherent Præter- 
aatural Subſtance, its MEMBERS cannot poſſibly be 
articulately and diſtinctiy form' d, much leis can they at- 
tam their Natural GROW] TH and FiGURE. 

IN ſhort from what is here faid, I think, .the No- 
tions of ſuch Men, as will have Mods TER Ss, only 
and immediately to proceed from a Coitioz with 
BRUTES, may evidently appear as abſurd as they 
are verily groumdleſs x: And for ftrengthen'ng or 
backing of my Authority, I may add Ga:c#s own 
Words , ſaying, Vel ſemen Humauum in Utero E- 
qua, vel Equinum in utero Muliebri, aut non adnitti, aut 
admiſſum corrumpi.

IN ſhort. therefore as to theſe, if we only look 


back and reflect on the three preceding Gapters, we 


will find the Cauſes of the preſent Caſe very evident

Conſtitution, even ſometimes with the Venerea Po x, 
or perhaps with an Elephant iaſis, or the Leproſy it ſelf * ; 
Nor does this Evri end always here, but ſuch 
BikTHs are alſo generally as perverſe in the MIN p, 
as they are Heterogeneous in the Perſon; tor like Ba s- 

TARDS of Nattre, they are commonly denudated, 
or deſtitute of all her landable Gifts and Graces, 
which others, her Legitimate $SoNs, are happily 
born with and enjoy in Abundance.” 

HE NC E it is, that, if they become not altogether 
Folt- Heads, Fooliſh, or Delirious, they are moſt ordi- 
narily otherways Lewd, Vitious, and Licentious Perſons, 
if not allo exvious Traducers, and crafty Cozeners of 
Mankind: From hence likewiſe the T#lians and 
Germans derive a memorable P ROVER R, which they 
never forget upon dealing with ſuch Perſons, VIZ. to 
this purpoſe ; Take Cure of Him whom G o Þ has marked. 
For tho' ſome of Them, are capable of undertaking 


Nothing of any Moment, much leſs of accompliſhing 


any laudable Work, N ATURE it ſelf thwarting 
their Carecy in every Faterpriz”, and the very STARS 


(as it were) concurring to their Fiuſtrations : Vet 


others have ſubtile WI Tr enough to ſcrape together: 
{per Fas aut Nefus) Heaps of contemptible Dreſs, 
much of affinity with their own vile Subſtance 3 which 
however, ſeldom prevents a baſe or ignominious CA. 
 TASTKOPHE to themſelves, who are thus found 
eſtabliſhed ven. ſuch a  praternatural B a$1s of To. 
It 1942, 
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IF then theſe be the direful Conſequcnces, how un- 
rcaſonably cruel are ſuch Parents, who thus by Enter- 
priſing the Work of PROCRE ATION without 
— Decenq, and contrary to the very Inſbitution 
of NATURE, involve their Foſterity, in ſuch miſer- 
able Calamities? But this fort of BI R Tas, I have alſo 
diligently oblery'd, happens moſt frequently in Hollaui, 
and that chiefly for the Reaſons and Cauſes mentioned 
in the foregoing Chapter. Which Obſervatioz leads me 
to the following Matter of Fa cr, which. (without 
any intended Reflection, or Reproach upon any particular 
Country, or rather, as this would be, upon Human 
Nature it ſelf) I ſhall ingenuouſly relate, not only to 
clear up the MYSTERY of a certain Truth, which 1 
have found, to be controverted in this Place, and that 
even among ſome of the more Learned themſelves;

As 
to the Intemperatures, I have already obſerv'd, that, 
they may be readily diſtinguiſhed by the ingenious 
Phyſician; But the Diſproportion betwixt the commixed 
SEEDS, or between theſe and the WO MEH, how 
much, and in what they may differ one from another, 
is not 1o eaſily known ; becauſe this Fault may be as 
much in the Ma N, or perhaps more, than in the

2. It it is Pituitous, it induces a SUFFOCA- 
T1ON With SLEEP, retemblng a LETHARGY: 
If it be Bilious, the AFFECTION is moft furious, 
and the PATIENT is (as it were) almoſt Maa, 
tearing; her ſelf, pulling her Hair, renting her Cloaths, 
Cc.
